LONG, NERVOUS WAIT 

This yearns Grade 1 Delaware Handicap wasnH decided until the stewards dismissed a claim of foul 
against the winner, Tm a Chatterbox. The following excerpt is from an interview Frank Vespe had 
that afternoon with the winning owner. Visit www. TheRacingBi^com to read it in its entirety. 

A week earlier, Carolyn Gray said, she’d been mucking out stalls at her and her hus¬ 
band Fletcher’s Missouri farm. 

L On Saturday, though, she was in the winner’s circle at Delaware Park, anxiously 
awaiting the stewards’ decision as to whether her horse. I’m a Chatterbox, would be 
taken down from first place in the Grade 1 Delaware Handicap after breaking inward, 
bumping the horse to her inside, and causing a chain reaction that affected runner-up 
Paid Up Subscriber. 

“Well, I have to say it was a deja vu,” said Fletcher, whose star lost a Grade 1 victory 
via disqualification last year. “I couldn’t believe it. So it was nerve-wracking.” 

After anxious moments for aU parties, the stewards decided to leave the winner up. 
That worked for Gray. 

“We’re ecstatic,” she said. “[I’m a Chatterbox has] just been wonderful. She’s consis¬ 
tent and she tries hard, and she loves her work.” 

Yet it’s safe to say that Gray’s joy was not unalloyed; there were some complications 
there. 

“It’s so hard—we haven’t had a prohibitive favorite like this,” Gray said of Chatter¬ 
box, who went off at 3-5. “I mean, people love her, they just do, and a lot of it’s her 
name. But it’s so hard to watch everybody gunning for her, and we really haven’t been 
in that spot before. So I’m always just a little protective because she’s a girl. Don’t be 
gunning for her.” 

Yet gunning for her they are. I’m a Chatterbox has been odds-on in aU three of her 
2016 starts, and she figures to get plenty of betting support in her next start, possibly, 
said Gray, in Saratoga. In the longer term, which isn’t all that long term anymore, a 
return trip to the Breeders’ Cup is in the offing. Chatterbox finished eighth in last year’s 
Breeders’ Cup Distaff-Gl. 

Though it may be hard to see rivals gunning for her farm’s star, it beats the alterna¬ 
tive. 

“It’s just really fun to win. No matter where you are, it just is,” Gray laughed. 

“We really appreciate the fact that we bred them and we raised them because they’re 
like our kids. We’ve seen them since the time they were born,” she added. “It’s just like 
going to one of your kids’ recitals and having them be the star.” 

Except in this case, the kid also earns the family a $450,000 payday. After, of course, 
a few anxious moments waiting for the stewards.

PENSIONER ON PARADE by Maggie Kimmitt 



I t’s an oft-repeated scene. A caring, 
responsible breeder/owner walks 
into a field and points out a cherished, 
pensioned broodmare. She tells of how 
much the horse has meant to her family 
and her entire operation. These are the 
good stories; the happy endings. 

This particular case, however, is just 
a bit special. The owner is Gretchen 
Jackson of Lael Stables, and the mare is 
La Ville Rouge, dam of Barbaro. 

“Come on, Ville Rouge. . . come on.” 
Jackson leads the way and points 
to the bay mare grazing farthest away. 

The rest pick up their heads, intrigued 
by approaching visitors. Initially, La 
Ville Rouge keeps to the task at hand, 
disinterested. 

It’s an impressive little group. The 
Paul MeUon-bred You’d Be Surprised, 27, 
won multiple graded stakes, including 
two Grade Is-Saratoga’s John A. Morris 
Handicap and the Top Flight Handicap 
at Belmont. 

Belle Cherie, 20, also won the Top 
Flight as well as the Turnback the Alarm 
and Honey Bee Handicaps and Miss 
GriUo Stakes, aU Grade 3s. She is the dam 
of multiple stakes winner Beau Choix, 
now at stud in Florida. 


Long before she produced the iconic 
Kentucky Derby winner and his four full- 
siblings, La VUle Rouge was purchased 
privately by Jackson and her husband 
Roy as a 2-year-old in 1998. 

By Carson City out of the King’s 
Bishop mare La Reine Rouge, she 
was bred in Florida by Givens Farm. 
Originally sold as a yearling at Keeneland 
in 1997, she was purchased by John B. 
Penn for $42,000. Penn pinhooked her 
six months later at the Ocala Breeders’ 
select 2-year-old sale, and Maycroft Farm 
signed the ticket for $130,000. 

She carried the Maycroft silks in 
her first four starts at 2, breaking her 
maiden at Belmont Park in her third 
attempt and then finishing second in the 
Grade 3 Tempted Stakes. She caught the 
attention of the Jacksons, and she joined 
their racing stable. Her first start in Lael 
Stables’ green and blue came in the 1998 
Demoiselle Stakes-G2. 

She finished sixth behind Tutorial, 
who was disqualified and placed 
fifth. The fiUy who was put up for the 
win would herself become quite the 
producer-Better Than Honour, dam of 
Rags to Riches and Jazil. 


The female foal crop of 1996 issued a 
few notables, in fact. La ViUe Rouge also 
headed postward with Tap Your Heels, 
dam of Tapit, and multiple graded stakes 
winner Oh What a Windfall, victorious in 
the 1998 Matron Stakes-Gl. 

At first trained for the Jacksons by Phil 
Serpe, La Ville Rouge spent time in the 
barn of Graham Motion before moving 
to veteran New York conditioner and 
Hall of Famer PG Johnson. 

“Mr. Johnson preferred to stay in New 
York,” Jackson said. “La ViUe Rouge 
placed in several graded stakes there.” 

Johnson kept the filly busy during 
her 4-year-old season in 2000; she ran 
in seven graded stakes at Aqueduct and 
Belmont Park. She won two allowance 
races, finished second in the Noble 
Damsel Handicap-G3 and third in the 
Grade 2 Sheepshead Bay and Long Island 
Handicaps. She retired at the end of that 
season after 25 starts and a 6-3-4 record, 
earning $262,594. 

She joined the Jacksons’ band of 
broodmares, then kept at Mill Ridge 
Farm in Lexington, Ky. Sent as a maiden 
to Saint BaUado, she foaled a chestnut 
colt in 2002. Named Holy Ground, he 
made nine starts and earned $98,280. 
Among his three wins was Delaware 
Park’s Stanton Stakes in 2005. 

It was her next breeding that would 
change not only Thoroughbred racing as 
a whole, but the course of the Jacksons’ 
lives. 

“We used to sit down and discuss it 
aU with Headley Bell [at Mill Ridge], and 
I think that’s probably where we started 
when she retired,” said Roy Jackson. “I 
think she was the first mare we bred to 
Dynaformer.” 

From that cover. La Ville Rouge foaled 
a big, strong bay colt on April 29, 2003. 

“He was like an ugly duckling as a baby; 
he was gangly. And he really bulked out,” 
Gretchen Jackson said. “He grew the 
muscles over his frame. You knew he had 
to grow into himself As a weanling, he 
got a splint on his foreleg and had to stay 
in the barn for probably two weeks. And 
he handled it. Was that an indication he 
was smart? I think it was.” 

“They sort of developed between 
yearlings and 2-year-olds,” her husband 
added. “They were all heart.” 

Barbaro demonstrated that trait 
quickly, winning a maiden special weight 
at Delaware Park in his first start in 
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October 2005. Trainer Michael Matz 
wasted no time, sending him to Laurel 
Park for the historic Laurel Futurity. It was 
a repeat of his debut, another easy score. 

On to Florida for his sophomore 
campaign, he reeled off consecutive 
grand performances in Calder’s Tropical 
Park Derby-G3 and Gulfstream’s Holy 
Bull Stakes-G3 and Florida Derby-Gl. 

On May 6 , 2006, the undefeated 
colt headed to the paddock at ChurchiU 
Downs for the 132nd Kentucky Derby. 
Barbaro flew home 6 V 2 lengths ahead of 
the accomplished field of 20 . 

For Gretchen Jackson, there was never 
a question. 

“Going into the Derby, I was more than 
certain he was going to win. I just knew it.” 

A hero was exalted, a nation fell in love, 
and private citizens from West Grove, Pa., 
became instant celebrities. 

Two weeks later, Barbaro’s career 
ended in sadness and tragedy at Pimlico 
in the Preakness Stakes. Extraordinary 
efforts were made over the next eight 
months to save his life, and his legion 
of devoted fans followed along, hanging 


on every word and update. On Jan. 29, 
2007, the valiant colt succumbed. . . and 
Thoroughbred racing was heartbroken. 

Over the following years, Dynaformer 
matings produced four full-brothers to 
Barbaro, three stakes horses: Nicanor 
(2006), Lentenor (2007) and Margano 
(2009). 

Multiple stakes-placed Nicanor earned 
$147,697 and stands at stud at Shamrock 
Farm in Woodbine, Md. His first foals are 
2 -year-olds this season. 

Stakes winner Lentenor, now standing 
at Indiana Stallion Station in Anderson, 
Ind., was represented by his first winner, 
2-year-old Macy’s Attitude, in July. 

Margano was most successful of the 
three on the racetrack. Winner of the 
2013 Eight Thirty Stakes at Delaware Park 
and the PTHA President’s Cup Stakes at 
Parx Racing in 2014, he earned $373,969 
in 30 lifetime starts. Powerfully built and 
dark bay like his sire, the gelding is retired 
at the Jacksons’ Lael Farm where his 
constant companion is another of their 
best runners — Showing Up. After a brief 
career at stud, the latter, a millionaire 


Grade 1 winner now 13, was gelded and 
returned to the Jacksons. 

To this day, the Jacksons still hear from 
countless numbers of the “Friends of 
Barbaro,” a massive network that formed 
during the champion’s ordeal. 

“They write, send flowers. We hear 
from them a lot and it’s aU positive. What 
can we do to increase safety?’ they ask,” 
said Gretchen. “Everybody wants that. 
Most of these people have been in touch 
for over 10 years and have followed aU of 
his brothers. When I go to Belmont they 
say ‘Hi Mrs. Jackson!’ I don’t know who 
I’m waving at but it’s nice that he’s well 
thought of” 

For her part, the memories closest to 
her heart are those of her remarkable 
Barbaro at his very best. Those are the 
moments on which she prefers to focus. 

“The Laurel Futurity was one of my 
very favorite races,” she said. “It was as 
special as the Derby. He won it for fun. . . 
he was sparkling. That’s the Barbaro 
I want to remember.” 

Out in that field. La ViUe Rouge grazes.

So long, 
Demonstrative 

T he million was for us anyway, not him. 
We wanted him to join McDynamo, 
Good Night Shirt and Lonesome 
Glory as the only American-based 
steeplechasers to reach $1 million in 
earnings. He really didn’t care. 

And that’s why the decision by owner 
Jacqueline Ohrstrom and trainer Richard 
Valentine to retire champion steeplechaser 
Demonstrative midway through the 2016 
season-and $59,700 short of seven 
figures in steeplechase earnings-made so 
much sense. 

After 48 starts on the flat and over 
fences, in England and the United 
States, the 9-year-old gets to go home 
to Virginia’s Whitewood Farm. In eight 
seasons as a racehorse, he won 14 races, 
placed second eight times, finished third 
eight times. His last 21 steeplechase starts 
came in Grade 1 company. 


Careers don’t get much better than that 
for Thoroughbreds. 

I Will miss seeing the robust bay 
gelding run and jump—man could he 
jump—but I wiU love knowing he went 
home to Whitewood in the gooseneck, 
with Valentine driving the truck. 

Demonstrative came to steeplechasing 
the way a lot of horses do, by accident. 
Bred by Sheikh Maktoum al Maktoum’s 
Gainsborough Farm in Kentucky, the son 
of Elusive Quality was sent to England 
as a young horse and was destined for 
something big. His dam, the Quiet 
American mare Loving Pride, won a 
Group 3 in France and finished seventh 
behind Six Perfections in a Group 1 at 
Longchamp at 2 in 2002. 

As a 2-year-old with trainer Mark 
Johnston, Demonstrative finished ninth 
of 11 in his debut at Yarmouth in July 
2009. He improved a bit-finishing third 
at Pontefract and second (by a nose) at 
Chester—but he lost aU six starts as a 
juvenile. He won his 3-year-old debut 
on the all-weather surface at Chester to 
start 2010, added two more seconds and 
by July was in the ring at TattersaUs. A 
frequent shopper there, Valentine loved 
what he saw and spent 25,000 guineas. 

The Virginia trainer fleeced the English 
and everyone else. 

Demonstrative won his American 
(and hurdle) debut in October 2010 
and wound up the 3-year-old champion. 

In 2011, he placed in all eight starts, 
winning twice. In 2012, he won twice at 
Saratoga-a novice stakes and the Grade 
1 New York Turf Writers Cup—and won 
the season-ending Grade 1 Colonial Cup. 
He should have been the Eclipse Award 
winner, too, losing by 17 votes to Pierrot 
Lunaire (who also won two Grade 1 
stakes, skipped the Colonial Cup and is 
winless since). 

The 2013 season started with a tour 
de force in the Grade 1 Iroquois in May, 
but went wrong the rest of the way as 
he lost his final four starts to close the 
year. Demonstrative underwent a wind 


operation, but opened 2014 with another 
loss and looked unable to find his old 
form. Until he did. 

In 2014, he put together his best 
campaign—finishing second by a nose in 
the Grade 1 A.P Smithwick, sweeping the 
Turf Writers, the Lonesome Glory and 
the Grand National and placing third in 
the Colonial Cup aU with regular jockey 
Robbie Walsh aboard. The $362,500 
earned is the second-highest single season 
total in history. An Eclipse Award capped 
the season. 

Demonstrative came out, won 
another Iroquois in 2015, then was 
never quite the same. He finished third 
in the 2015 Smithwick, pulled up in the 
Turf Writers and was a dull ninth in the 
Grand National. A third in the Colonial 
Cup offered some hope, but when 
Demonstrative turned in two sub-par 
races in the Iroquois and Smithwick this 
year, Valentine called it a career. 

Demonstrative wiU be missed wherever 
good steeplechasers line up to race. He 
will also be appreciated and remembered 
for a career of excellence. What’s more, 
he will get to be a foxhunter or a star in 
a Whitewood field. He’U get to eat grass 
and get fed carrots over the fence, he’U 
get to watch potential successors gallop 
up the hiU for Valentine. 

A good horse’s retirement brings 
mixed emotions. Demonstrative is gone 
from the racetrack. But he’s in the barn. 
He can’t pad his bankroll. But he can get 
fat and happy. He won’t be a millionaire. 
But he will be a celebrity. 

“I thought we would retire him at the 
end of the year, but he’s been too good to 
us,” Valentine said. ‘1 desperately wanted 
him to go over the miUion-doUar mark. . . 
we talked about putting blinkers on him, 
he didn’t deserve that, I thought that was 
a cheap move. He never fell, he never 
had an injury on the racecourse. He looks 
great, he’s covered in dapples. It’s not sad, 
it’s a relief”

Playing 
in the Mud 

Preakness hero Exaggerator 
takes division lead with sloppy score

T he Haskell was a no-brainer. 

Keith Desormeaux, trainer of classic winner Exaggerator, called 
an audible just days before the 49th running of the $1 million 
Haskell Invitational-Gl, held at beautiful, albeit soggy, Monmouth Park 
the final day of July 


And the chance of min didn’t factor 
at all. 

‘'Truly a last-minute decision,” said the 
California-based Desormeaux a little over 
a week after Big Chief Racing, Head of 
Plains Partners, Rocker O Ranch et al’s 
Exaggerator scored decisively against a 
field that included champion 2-year-old 
and Kentucky Derby-Gl winner Nyquist. 
“But now that I look back on it, it should 
have been a no-brainer.” 

Exaggerator became the topic of con¬ 
versation four days before the race when 
the Preakness winner’s name was added 
to the small but select list of starters, the 
first time in Haskell history the first three 
finishers in the Kentucky Derby made their 
way to the Jersey shore, and the first time 
since 2010 (Lookin At Lucky and Super 
Saver) that Derby and Preakness winners 
faced off 

Three major factors made Desormeaux 
change course with the colt, based at 
Saratoga for the summer with assistant 


trainer and partner, Julie Clark. Desor¬ 
meaux wanted to stick to a Saratoga cam¬ 
paign. Then came the East Coast trip to 
see Exaggerator’s final work July 23, seven 
days before Saratoga’s Jim Dandy Stakes. 

“Being that the summertime goal was 
to win the Travers, I kept convincing 
myself that I needed to get a race over the 
Saratoga surface,” said Desormeaux. “So 
regardless of his works, I was thinking 
I needed that race. But I was in town to 
watch his last work before the Jim Dandy 
and I just really didn’t like the work. 

“As soon as I started to second guess 
the way Exaggerator was handling the 
track at Saratoga, the HaskeU entered my 
mind.” 

Desormeaux began to click off the rea¬ 
sons to send the colt four hours south to 
Oceanport, N.J. 

First was the “less than stellar” work, 
officially 6 furlongs in 1:13.87. 

Second, the Jim Dandy was shaping up 
as a paceless race. 
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“Everybody talks about Exagger- 
ator and his need for an off track,” 
said Desormeaux. “But I don’t think 
that’s the case. He does need a pace 
to run at. He likes to make a run at 
the horses in front of him. The Jim 
Dandy’s prospective entrants were all 
devoid of speed. And it wasn’t hard 
to figure out with [lightly raced Bob 
Baffert trainee] American Freedom 
and Nyquist in the Haskell that there 
was going to be a hot pace.” 

Finishing the deal was the prospect 
of much larger prizes. In addition to 
$400,000 more in purse money, the 
Haskell is the only Breeders’ Cup 
Challenge Series Win & You’re In 
race exclusively for 3-year-olds for 
the Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl. “That’s 
significant,” noted Desormeaux. 

When the rains came, turning the 
track to slop, Desormeaux looked like 
a genius. 

Exaggerator may not need a wet 
track, but the record speaks for itself 
Three sloppy tracks in three states 
this year have yielded three domi¬ 
nant Grade 1 wins. First was his sur¬ 
real effort in the Santa Anita Derby in 
April, galloping home by more than 
6 lengths. The Preakness at Pimlico 
upended Nyquist’s bid for a Triple 
Crown in May. The HaskeU reinforced 
the colt’s off-track ability. 

“The difference between him in the 
mud and the others is he doesn’t care,” 
said Kent Desormeaux, Keith’s brother 
and Hall of Fame jockey who has piloted 
Exaggerator in all but two of his 13 life¬ 
time starts. “The others might swim . . . 
He cruises along just like it’s another day 
at the office.” 

The trainer agreed. “I think what makes 
a good mudder is it does not affect their 
confidence in performing,” said Keith. 
“Whereas most horses are apprehensive 
about a muddy surface-it’s not normal, 
makes a lot of noise, and may be slip¬ 
pery—he’s not affected by any of that. 
That’s what makes him a great off-track 
horse.” 

This was the third time in the past 
decade that a Monmouth marquee event 
was soupy, soggy and sloppy, following the 
2007 Breeders’ Cup and 2009 HaskeU (the 
latter won by 2016 Racing HaU of Fame 
inductee Rachel Alexandra). Exaggerator 
shipped in on Thursday afternoon. It 
poured Friday morning, making the track 
sloppy for his first gaUop over the track’s 
dark loam and sand surface.

It poured again before the 14-race card 
began on Sunday, turning the track into 
soup and evoking memories of another 
classic battle over a wet Monmouth track. 

The field for the 2007 Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-Gl included that year’s Kentucky 
Derby winner, the previous year’s champi¬ 
on 2-year-old Street Sense, and Preakness 
winner CurUn. Street Sense went off as 
favorite, with CurUn the fourth choice. 
CurUn drew away with authority as Street 
Sense, down on the raU, flattened out and 
finished fourth. CurUn not only secured 
champion 3-year-old honors, but Horse 
of the Year as weU. Exaggerator is a son 
of CurUn. 

The HaskeU can go a long way in deter¬ 
mining year-end awards. The Exaggerator 
team felt that “if we are going to be the 
best, we’ve got to run against the best.” 

Their colt had lost to Reddam Racing’s 
Nyquist four times in his career before 
handing the Doug O’NeiU-trained colt his 
first defeat at PimUco. But Nyquist main¬ 
tained his hold at the top of the 3-year-old 
division, and was kicking off the second 
half of his campaign in the HaskeU, his 
first start since being sideUned by iUness 
foUowing the Preakness. 


Nyquist’s connections committed 
to the race in mid-July. Joining the 
son of Uncle Mo on the flight from 
CaUfornia was American Freedom, 
Gary and Mary West’s Pulpit colt 
who had won his previous two starts, 
PimUco’s Sir Barton Stakes on the 
Preakness undercard, and the Grade 3 
Iowa Derby. The HaskeU would be his 
fifth career start. 

The first arrival at Monmouth dur¬ 
ing HaskeU week was Steve Asmussen- 
trained Gun Runner. Owned by 
Winchell Thoroughbreds, Three 
Chimneys Farm and BesUu Stables, 
the son of Candy Ride (Arg) had five 
wins from seven starts, including the 
Grade 3 Matt Winn in his most recent 
outing, which foUowed his third in 
the Kentucky Derby. Monmouth 
Park-based runners Sunny Ridge and 
Awesome Slew were also entered. 
Exaggerator was a bit of a ques- 
co tion coming in. It appeared the Triple 
I Crown took its toU when he had faded 
badly in the Belmont Stakes. He was 
one of two horses—Lani was the 
other—to run in aU three races. 

“Immediately after the Belmont 
he was as slow to recover as I’ve seen 
him get,” said Clark. “But in a week, 
he bounced back and was 100 per¬ 
cent. He was on his toes and ready for a 
chaUenge.” 

Clark is an integral part of Desormeaux’s 
team. “If it wasn’t for her, I would have 
just brought the horse back after the Triple 
Crown,” said Desormeaux. “But if you 
have a person Uke JuUe you can lean on, 
it eUminates the stress of travel for the 
horses. I think it’s one of my advantages. 
Why would you put a horse on the plane 
when you have just as good of hands and 
eyes right there on the East Coast.” 

Nyquist was sent off as even-money 
favorite; Exaggerator second choice at 
5-2. The race went exactly as Desormeaux 
anticipated. 

Drawing the one post, Nyquist was 
hustled from the gate by Mario Gutierrez 
and joined by American Freedom and 
Awesome Slew. They were breathing fire 
through the opening quarter in :22.78 
(one of the fastest in the race’s history) 
and went the half in :46.62. Exaggerator, 
breaking from the outside post, was taken 
over to the two path and galloped along at 
the back, his rider relishing the view. “They 
were going at it pretty weU up front and I 
said to myself Yould this be happening?’”

said Kent. “Up the entire backstretch he 
was just galloping and gaining on them.” 

As the two closed on the leaders, Desor- 
meaux moved him out a few paths to clear 
the spray of mud and sand. When they 
rounded the far turn, Desormeaux let him 
go and the elegant dark bay colt exploded. 

As Nyquist and American Freedom 
were still locked in a battle for the lead, 
Exaggerator flew past and set sail down 
the stretch. 

“When we got clear I just kept him 
to his task,” said Desormeaux, and they 
crossed the wire IV 2 lengths in front. The 
race was for second as American Freedom 
looked to put away Nyquist. The cham¬ 
pion proved gritty and kept fighting before 
finally giving way late. Dennis Drazin’s 
late-running New Jersey homebred Sunny 
Ridge nipped Nyquist for third. Gun 
Runner finished 2 V 2 lengths back in fifth. 
The final time was a solid 1:48.70. 


Exaggerator is the first horse Desor¬ 
meaux has entered at Monmouth Park, but 
he had been to the track in the past. 

“I traveled to Monmouth with Kent 
while I was in Maryland,” he said. “I drove 
him to a race and drove him back. I went 
primarily to see the track, but that was the 
only time Eve been to Monmouth.” 

He didn’t make the trip for the 2016 
Haskell. 

“I had spent the week before at Saratoga. 
I watched the horse, made sure everything 
was right, spent the week with Julie. . . I 
truly believe the work’s done in the morn¬ 
ing and the important decisions were made 
and I reaUy did not have to be there. 

“The race is the celebration,” he added. 
“The work is done in those preceding 
weeks and I’m glad to say I was there for 
that. That’s the only reason I didn’t go. 
It was a quick turnaround and I had just 
been there.” 

For the trainer, another no-brainer. * 
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I n the mist of early morning, La^y Lane Farms lies gentle on Virginia’s 
rolling green hills. Just outside of historic Upperville, along Route 50, 
the colonial, pale yellow manor house sits stately on a hill at the end 
of the long drive lined with inviting Bradford Pear trees and looks almost 
translucent in the filtered light. 

Though the nearly 1,800-acre farm as it is today was once just a vision 
of the late banker and communication mogul, Joe AUbritton, the scene is 
a trick of the imagination. There is nothing ephemeral or temporary about 
the farm that has been here, in one form or another, since at least 1764. 


Even today, more than four years after 
AUbritton’s death Dec. 12, 2012, the farm 
goes on. 

Its rich pastures are home to Thor¬ 
oughbred broodmares, registered Angus 
cattle, and Hansel, the oldest winner of 
the Grade 1 Preakness and Belmont Stakes 
at 28. 

As you walk its lanes, talk to employees 
and see the easy contentment of Hansel, 
the mares and cattle, you can see and sense 
the satisfaction that goes into the daily 
labor that keeps Lazy Lane Farms pointed 
to the future. 

“Everyone who works here takes pride 
in the farm and what they do,” says Frank 
Shipp, Lazy Lane’s president. “You can 
see it in the condition the farm is in, the 
condition the horses are in and in the care 
they’re given.” 

Everything appears perfect, from the 
upkeep of the barns to the immaculately 
mowed lawns; from the elegant, stark black 
board fences to the farm’s asphalt roads. 
And, of course, the way the staff talks 
about its work. 

“It is amazing to work here,” says Thad 
Lewis, 49, who every day drives an hour 
and a half from GordonsviUe, Va., to 
work as a groom at Lazy Lane. “I have a 
Preakness and Belmont winner to care for. 
You don’t get too many farms that have 
that. And I think we all feel the pride of it. 
This is the first farm I’ve come to where 
when you walk out of the barns you see 
the plaques hanging over the door recog¬ 
nizing graded winners. It’s amazing to see.” 

The plaques number 13. Hansel has 
one and so does feUow pensioner Silent 
Greeting (23), who won the 1996 Grade 3 
Martha Washington Stakes at Laurel Park. 
Secret HeUo has a plaque, as do Seeking the 
Pearl, Beal Street Blues, Mr. Sinatra, Ocean 
Crest, Fast Catch, Frisco View, Chilito, 
Kitwood, Elizabeth Bay, Navesink and 
Bright Valour. 


“Nothing has changed [since Joe 
Allbritton’s death] in the way we run 
things,” says Shipp of the operation that 
continues to revere its history, while plan¬ 
ning for the future. “The farm is stiU 
owned by Mrs. [Barbara] AUbritton and the 
family-owned corporation [Capital News 
Company]. She’s stiU involved. She was out 
here helping us foal a mare [in May].” 

Shipp, 63, who came as an assistant 
manager two years after AUbritton bought 
Lazy Lane in 1981, has stayed 33 years. 

Though the farm is evolving, it is st ill 
operating in Une with Joe AUbritton’s origi¬ 
nal vision. He wanted to breed and race 
horses, to run some cattle and to raise 
crops to support the farm. 

“We continue to do that,” Shipp says. 
“But the emphasis now is much more 
on the commercial market for seUing the 
product of our broodmares. Our No. 1 
goal is to breed a top-class racehorse, so 
the people who buy from us can buy with 
confidence.” 

The History 

The farm is even older than Hansel. Part 
of it was previously known as Amandale 
Farm and owned by cattleman John GaU, 
but the largest portion, about 850 acres, 
was owned by Isabel Dodge Sloane. 

Heiress to the Dodge automobUe for¬ 
tune, Sloane bought the property then 
known as Brookmeade in 1929 and she 
retained ownership untU her death in 1962. 

She developed the estate into a breed¬ 
ing farm, Brookmeade Stud. The farm 
was successful and most notably laid claim 
to a Kentucky Derby victory in 1934 by 
Cavalcade, a New Jersey-bred who caUed 
Brookmeade home. Other Brookmeade 
champions were Bowl of Flowers, by the 
farm’s top handicap horse SaUor, and 1959 
Horse of the Year Sword Dancer, who was 
inducted into the National Racing HaU of 
Fame in 1977. 


Calvalcade, inducted into the HaU of 
Fame in 1993, is buried at Lazy Lane, near 
the original staUion barn buUt in the late 
1920s. 

Also resting here are Secret HeUo, Lazy 
Lane’s first Grade 1 winner, ToU Booth, the 
1991 national Broodmare of the Year, and 
Kittiwake, a two-time Virginia Broodmare 
of the Year and one of the most successful 
producers of the 1970s and 1980s. 

Looking at the graves, Shipp points to 
an open space among them. 

“Hansel wiU go in the middle, when it’s 
his time, I suppose,” the farm president 
says. “But we haven’t talked about that.” 

Since AUbritton estabUshed Lazy Lane, 
by cobbUng Amandale, Brookmeade Stud 
and others together to create his vast 
domain, the farm has bred 35 stakes win¬ 
ners and purchased and raced another 21 
for a total of 56. 

It also has bred 13 Virginia champi¬ 
ons, raced classic winner Hansel, its Uving 
icon, and bred French champion Seeking 
the Pearl, who was sold as a yearUng and 
trained in Japan. She became a Group 1 
winner there and then the first Japanese- 
trained horse to win a Group 1 race 
in Europe. Before her 2005 death, she 
became the leading Virginia-bred money 
winner, a distinction she stiU holds, with 
more than |4 miUion in earnings. 

Over the past 10 years. Lazy Lane has 
bred five graded stakes winners, including 
2013 Grade 1 winner Bond Holder, five 
more who were graded placed, and seven 
Virginia-bred champions. 

“Mrs. AUbritton would Uke to con¬ 
tinue the farm as long as she can,” Shipp 
says. “But we have made the decision 
to transition primarUy to a commercial 
breeder, which means we seU most of the 
offspring.” 

Some StiU are raced occasionaUy. Last 
year. Rapid Rhythm won at Laurel for 
trainer Susan Cooney. 

Staying competitive 

Now that the focus is off racing, Shipp 
spends most of his time foUowing the 
breeding and seUing business, which he says 
has gotten much harder than it used to be. 

“What I want to see is a beU-curve 
in prices, but what we have now is the 
extremes,” he says. “There are horses 
everyone wants and horses no one wants. 
The middle market has suffered in recent 
years and the low end is no man’s land.” 

When a horse appears at a sale with 
flaws, watch out, he warns. 

“One flaw and you can get a reasonable 
sale,” Shipp says. “Two flaws, you are going

to suffer. Three, you might not get the 
horse sold at all. But no flaws and a good 
pedigree and you get a really good price for 
your horse. 

“Our goal is making our products flaw¬ 
less. We are quite selective in the brood¬ 
mares we keep and try to be in position 
to make the parameters at the sale work in 
our favor.” 

One future broodmare is Precious 
Daughter, Hansel’s last foal. Shipp says she 
showed promise on the racetrack, but was 
retired at age 4 due to an injury. 

Decades ago, much of the training 
and breaking of young horses, including 
Hansel, was done at Lazy Lane and most 
of the scouting for quality horses was done 
by Lazy Lane’s staff But over the last 10 
years, that’s changed. 

Now, the farm works with sales agents, 
Kitty Taylor at Warrendale Sales, Joe Seitz 


at Brookdale Farm, and Stuart Morris, 
all in Kentucky, to market its yearlings, 
weanlings and broodmares. Nick de Meric 
in Ocala, Fla., works with the 2-year-olds. 

“When our horses go to auction, they 
handle them, presenting them to buy¬ 
ers and conferring with us on possible 
reserves, on placement in which sales and 
on which session within a sale,” Shipp says. 

Lazy Lane also has a pedigree advisor, 
Fiona Craig, who travels everywhere look¬ 
ing at stallions at sales and on farms. 

“Fiona has been doing that for us for 
over 15 years,” says Shipp. “Kitty has been 
with us at least 10 years, Joe and Stuart, five 
and seven [respectively]. 

“Nick worked the first sale for us in 
2013. We hadn’t sold any horses in train¬ 
ing until then. We tended to race what we 
didn’t sell. But we’ve cut back on our racing 
operation, gradually, over the last 10 years.” 


The New Reality 

Lazy Lane, as designed, is self-sufficient 
in terms of crops-producing hay and 
straw and also wheat and soybeans for 
market sales. The registered Angus num¬ 
ber about 450 and also are sold for profit. 
But you’ll also find vegetable gardens and 
poultry houses, whose produce is used by 
the residents and employees. 

There are nine employee tenant houses 
and 21 full-time employees, who work in 
equine, agriculture, cattle, ground mainte¬ 
nance, security and staff the office. 

Shipp says the employee numbers, 
which have varied from 20-25 over the 
last several years, are not far off from the 
height of the farm’s activity, when there 
were about 30 fuU-timers. 

“There was never a written plan for 
what we were going to do here,” says 
Shipp. “Mr. AUbritton owned two mares at 
the time I came and what you see now was 
totally his vision.” 

While the farm operation remains 
the same, how decisions are made have 
changed. 

“It’s now more of a team decision and 
Mr. and Mrs. AUbritton have the final 
word,” Shipp says, referring to Barbara 
AUbritton and her son, Robert. “Mrs. 
AUbritton is interested and that’s comfort¬ 
ing for the farm.” 
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When Shipp arrived at Lazy Lane there 
were a couple barns, no roads and no 
fencing, aside from more than 40 miles of 
sturdy, picturesque, gray stone walls that 
pre-date the Civil War. 

Now there are four active barns and 
one more, far removed from the mares and 
breeding activity; that is a well-maintained, 
three-stall stallion barn that Hansel calls 
home. 

Besides the “old” stallion barn there is 
a “new” stallion barn built in the 1980s, 
and a yearling barn, which once held 20-25 
yearlings between the late 1980s and 1991. 

There is also a broodmare barn that was 
finished in 1990. When it was built, and 
the program was at its peak, there were 20 
or more foals each year. Last spring, there 
were 11 mares with seven foals. 

Last spring the total population was 
32, varying from that low of 11 in early 
spring-when most of the mares have 
taken road trips to Kentucky or elsewhere 
to be bred—to a high in the mid-30s in the 
faU just before the yearlings leave for more 
advanced training in Florida or are sold at 
the yearling sales. 

There also is a training barn with 23 
stalls and an eighth-mile sand track. That 
barn saw a lot of action in the 1980s and 
early 1990s, too. 

“We broke a lot of young ones here, 
including Hansel,” Shipp says. “The barn 


would have been fuU in those days. You can 
say we have plenty of room for the horses 
we have now.” 

Currently, Lazy Lane has only one horse 
in training for racing. Life’s Fortune, at 
Walnut HaU in Boyce, Va., with Cooney, 
who breaks and trains the horses Lazy 
Lane intends to race. 

Shipp says after aU these years at Lazy 
Lane, the Allbrittons and the staff stiU have 
a lot to do. 

“We need to breed a Derby winner, a 
Breeders’ Cup champion and more cham¬ 
pions overall,” he says. “Every foal that 
comes out looks like she/he could win the 
Oaks and the Derby, which is one of the 
great attractions of the sport.” 

Shipp smiles at the audacity of the 
dream. Every breeder wants to breed a 
Derby winner and every horse owner 
wants to own one. 

“[Derby winner] Mine That Bird was 
bought for $9,500 as a yearling; Canonero 
II [1971 Derby and Preakness winner] for 
$1,200,” Shipp says. “That means anyone 
can achieve that goal.” 

Sure, but you have to be in the right 
place at the right time and luck, definitely, 
has to be on your side. 

Lazy Lane will try its luck in the sales 
arena this faU with two colts at Keeneland 
September—a Tiznow colt from the Mr. 
Greeley mare Brookhaven and a Mineshaft 


colt out of the Lemon Drop Kid mare 
Lemon Crusta. 

A Lucky Find 

In the late 1980s and early 1990s, Lazy 
Lane was surrounded by horse farms-as it 
is today. Its broodmare and yearUng barns 
were fuU of horses and its racing program 
was strong. 

And AUbritton always had Shipp and 
trainer Frank Brothers on the lookout for 
good yearling prospects. 

It was 1989, when Shipp and Brothers, 
on a road trip looking for possible future 
stars, stopped by Marvin Little Jr.’s farm 
in Kentucky. 

Little had been a Virginia neighbor and 
had acquired the mare Count On Bonnie 
when another nearby farm, Newstead 
Farm, was being sold. He bred her to a 
young stallion named Woodman, cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old in Ireland. The pairing 
produced a colt, a perfect colt. Little would 
take with him to his Kentucky farm, and 
it would be there that Shipp and Brothers 
would see him and suggest AUbritton buy 
him. 

“Frank and I were looking at a lot of 
yearlings for Mr. AUbritton when Junior 
said we should look at this youngster that 
would be going in the Keeneland yearUng 
sales in September,” Shipp says, recalling 
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the first time he saw the colt that would be 
named Hansel. 

“Hansel had exceptional balance and 
had a terrific walk and he acted intelligent,” 
Shipp continues. “At the sale, we showed 
him to Mr. AUbritton and he thought so, 
too. He said, d can’t tell you anything about 
a horse’s legs, but I can tell class when I 
see it.’ 

“We bought him for $150,000 and felt 
lucky to get him for that.” 

Susan Diggs, who has worked at Lazy 
Lane for 15 years taking care of the mares 
and foals and Hansel on the weekends, 
notes the serendipitous nature of the situ¬ 
ation. 

“It’s ironic, isn’t it?” Diggs says. “Mr. 
Little was right down the road at Newstead, 
a couple miles away, but they had to go to 
Kentucky to find Hansel.” 

Hansel, whose name Brothers once 
explained came from the “Hansel and 
Gretel fairytale, in which their father was a 
woodman” had the makings of a fairytale. 

From the colt’s earliest days. Little told 
everyone the colt was special. 

“From the moment he was born, he 
was smart,” Little says now. “The morning 
after he was born, he walked right over 
to me and nuzzled. It’s unusual for a foal, 
they’re usually afraid of people—but not 
him. 

“When I was selling him, my sales 
pitch was that he was the only horse I’d 
ever been around who I felt could win the 
Derby.” 

He didn’t, but Little points out he was 
the betting favorite and went on to prove 
his greatness with Preakness and Belmont 
victories. And to this day. Little says Hansel 
is “the most beautiful horse” he’s ever 
seen. 

Hansel was a multiple graded winner at 
2, never off the board in five starts. It took 
a couple of starts to get back to his win¬ 
ning ways at 3, which he did emphatically 
when setting a track record in the Grade 2 
Jim Beam before trampling the competi¬ 
tion by 9 lengths in the Grade 2 Lexington 
on his way to the Kentucky Derby, as the 
pre-race favorite. 

He finished 10th in the Derby, a loss 
that remains a mystery to those who knew 
him best. But he made a strong recovery 
and won the Preakness in 1:54, a time 
that still stands as the sixth fastest in race 
history. 

“You think the horse wants to redeem 
himself,” Brothers says now, “but you don’t 
know. The bottom line is he has to do it 
and if he doesn’t, you’re going to look like 
a fool.” 


But Hansel did and then, at the Belmont 
he became the first Virginia-bred to win 
since Triple Crown winner Secretariat in 
1973. Hansel’s time of 2:28 was the 10th 
fastest in history at the time. 

The AUbrittons fell in love with Hansel, 
as he took them on a joyful ride across rac¬ 
ing’s biggest stages and earned the Eclipse 
Award for champion 3-year-old male. 

In September 1991, Hansel was 
sold to Sheikh Maktoum bin Rashid A1 


Maktoum, who retired him and sent him 
to Gainsborough Stud, his breeding farm 
in Kentucky. AUbritton retained a breed¬ 
ing interest and promised to bring Hansel 
home to Lazy Lane when his breeding 
career was over. 

In 2006, Hansel was in Japan and AU¬ 
britton no longer owned him. But he had 
told Shipp to always keep his eye on the 
horse and when Shipp learned there were 
no longer any breeding plans for the classic

winner, AUbritton told him to bring Hansel 
home. 

“Mr. AUbritton went to great expense 
to work out an agreement to buy the horse 
back and return him here,” Shipp says, 
recalling the long negotiation in Japanese 
and English. “He repurchased him and 
paid the cost of bringing him back. It was 
complicated.” 

Hansel is thought to have gone through 
quarantine in Japan before a flight could be 
arranged. “He had to have his own space 
when flying,” says Shipp. “He couldn’t be 
next to another horse.” 

And when he got to the United States, 
there was another quarantine before he 
could return to the farm. 


“Once here,” Shipp remembers, “he 
had to be bred to a test mare under the 
direction of federal vets.” 

The good news was. Hansel arrived 
looking well-cared for. 

Hansel, home with family 

Asked what it means to have Hansel at 
Lazy Lane, Shipp smiles. 

“It means we get to enjoy his company. 
And, he stiU spreads goodwill by being 
here. It’s a good thing. He’s so important 
to our staff because they revere him and 
they dote on him. 

“It puts a little extra push in your step 
when you’re caring for a classic winner. 
He’s a member of the family.” 


Hansel lives alone in his three-staU 
barn. His abode is 16 feet by 16 feet and 
there is thick straw, “lots of it,” under his 
feet. He has two fans to keep him cool, 
two paddocks and a three-acre pasture to 
wander in. 

Jimmy Pierce, 52, has been working 
with horses since he was 7 years old and 
hearing about Lazy Lane Farms almost as 
long. 

His grandfather, his uncle and his dad 
aU worked here long ago, going back to 
before the AUbrittons bought the farm. 

“It’s a wonderful place to work,” he 
says. “I love watching the foals grow and 
seeing how they do. I get attached to all 
of them.” 

At Lazy Lane he primarily works with 
the mares and foals, prepping them, “get¬ 
ting them used to having hands on them,” 
getting them ready to go out into the 
world of racing, where he and many of the 
employees foUow their progress closely. 

And of course, he has a hand in caring 
for Hansel. 

“Everyone here does,” he says. “It 
makes you part of the farm.” 

While everyone does help with the great 
horse, there are three men who look after 
him on a daily basis: Denis Byrne, Thad 
Lewis and Tony Byington. 

They check on him every two hours or 
so during the day, and every 60 to 90 min¬ 
utes at night. They answer his every whim. 

“I didn’t know Hansel before I came 
here,” says Byington. “But I take care of 
him just about every morning now. He’s a 
special, kind horse. He loves attention and 
loves carrots. I visit him 12 to 15 times a 
day and he gets peppermints.” 

How many? 

“Not more than 15 —and I eat some of 
them, too,” Byington says. 

Standing nearby, Lewis, 49 and an 
18-year employee, listens to the conver¬ 
sation. He has pointed out that Hansel 
“doesn’t do anything siUy and is pretty laid 
back for a staUion.” The man is very aware 
of the horse’s love of carrots and mints. 
When he hears Byington talking about the 
peppermints, he can’t help but add a little 
information. 

“It’s one for the horse and two for 
Tony,” he says, laughing. 

“He probably does get mad at us for 
eating his stuff,” Byington says chuckling 
sheepishly. 

It is easy to teU that besides pepper¬ 
mints and carrots. Hansel gets love, which 
he also returns. 

“When he sees Mrs. AUbritton, he 
comes running,” Shipp says. “He buries 
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his head in her neck and nuzzles. He just 
loves her.” 

He also appreciates his fans, who send 
mail from out of the blue and who have 
been coming more regularly since this 
year’s Preakness celebrated the 25th anni¬ 
versary of Hansel’s victory. 

“We are getting calls weekly now from 
people who want to come see him,” Shipp 
says. “He’s loving it. The visitors always 
bring him carrots or mints. He’s shining 
like new money, just like a yearling.” 

Shipp says the farm welcomes Hansel’s 
admirers, as long as they call ahead. 

“There was a man here from Chicago 
not long ago,” says the farm president. “He 
cheered for Hansel during his racing career 
and when he noticed he had a business 
trip that was going to bring him within a 
couple states of here, he called and asked 
if he could come by. He said it was some¬ 
thing he had had on his bucket list for a 
long time.” 

Besides the one-time visitors, there 
are those who come somewhat regularly, 
including a couple from Pennsylvania who 
bring Hansel carrots almost every month. 

“She’s in a wheelchair,” Pierce says. 
“Hansel gives her kisses; a little peck on 
the cheek.” 


Hansel pretty much runs the show. He 
stays in when he wants to, goes out when 
he wants to and comes back in when he 
wants to. Hansel, it is agreed, wants what 
he wants when he wants it. 

“Sometimes he’ll be standing at the 
fence looking for you,” says Byrne, 53. “He 
sometimes suggests he wants something 
and you might be slow to answer, but he’ll 
outwait you. He’s really no trouble. He’s 
like an old gelding, easy to be around, easy 
to handle.” 

Byrne is one of the newest employees 
with five years of service. He works in 
equine management with the veterinarians 
and Shipp, and describes his job as “a lot 
of fun.” 

Diggs, the regular caretaker of the 
mares and foals, followed Hansel when he 
was racing. “To have him here, back from 
Japan, is wonderful,” she says. “He’s a per¬ 
sonable horse. I tell people about my job 
and Hansel all the time. He likes attention. 
You often see him posing.” 

Diggs recalls the early days of Hansel’s 
residency here, when AUbritton still had 
mares bred to him. 

“He’d hear the van coming, and he’d 
know it was a mare,” she says. “He’d go to 
the back of his stall and start hollering. He 
knew that mare was coming for him.” 


They all talk about the intelligence in 
Hansel’s eyes, about his kind disposition; 
about how he would let 5-year-old kids run 
around him and pet him during the years 
he was on the Hunt Country Stable Tour 
that raises money for outreach programs 
at Trinity Episcopal Church in Upperville. 

“We’ve discontinued his participation 
in the tour,” Shipp says. “At his age, well, 
we’d have to transport him to another part 
of the farm, near the mares, and when he’s 
around the mares he goes crazy. He’s still 
all boy. 

“But when he did take part, the kids 
loved him and we’d set up a room near him 
where we’d run videos of his races. It was 
very popular.” 

Though Hansel comes from good 
stock, “His mama lived to age 32 and his 
grandmother to 36,” Little, his breeder 
says. Lazy Lane Farms doesn’t take any 
chances. 

“He’s old at 28; every year over 20 is 
a gift,” Shipp says, while Hansel proudly 
stands with his head up, his ears pricked, 
knowing he is stiU the center of attention. 

Although Lazy Lane Farms is evolving. 
Hansel remains the same, to the delight of 
co-workers and visitors alike. * 
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The Mission 

Three years in, Foxie G I 
comes of age with TCA. A.ward

I t’s around 10 p.m. when the phone rings. Laurie Calhoun doesn’t 
hesitate. The phone has rung late before and Calhoun knows time 
could be of the essence. 

The caller is Beth Walker, who can often be found making her way into 
large transporters and holding pens filled with horses who have reached 
the end of the line. These horses have just been purchased at the New 
Holland, Pa., auction and are about to head to Mexico to be slaughtered. 


Walker goes into the tight confines 
looking for Thoroughbreds, for horses she 
thinks she has a reasonable chance of con¬ 
necting to a savior. 

On this night, she has found a sad 
horse. He has a badly damaged eye, but he 
also has a tattoo on the inside of his upper 
lip, identifying him as a former racehorse. 

She calls Calhoun, who runs the Foxie 
G Foundation, a rescue, retraining and 
sanctuary facility near Libertytown, Md. 

“She’s calling to tell me she has just sent 
photos and I have 15 minutes to decide if I 
want to take him,” says Calhoun, sitting in 
the shade of her yard, drinking ice water, 
as horses graze and frolic just up the lane 
on Summer Wind Farm, a horse layup and 
breeding farm she owns and operates with 
her husband, Jerry. 


It can be a heart-wrenching moment: 
Fifteen minutes to decide if she can save 
a horse’s life. After aU these years, she 
says, the pictures she sees still haunt her: 
a beautiful animal with its head down, its 
eyes reflecting fear. 

“They know something isn’t right,” she 
says. “And you know if you can’t take them 
it is the end of theit lives. A lot of people 
don’t realize this stiU goes on. They think 
because it is illegal to kiU horses in this 
country for meat, the horses are safe. But 
they still get sold here to buyers who trans¬ 
port them out of the country, on long trips 
in overcrowded trucks.” 

As much as she wants to, she can’t 
always say yes to these requests. She doesn’t 
always have the necessary funds. 


But, on this night, she knows one of 
her most loyal clients. Bob Haynes, who 
owns multiple graded stakes winner and 
retiree Heros Reward, told her he had 
some extra money that she could use. 

“It averages about $1,300 to buy the 
horse, quarantine it and get the health 
certificate and Coggins [a test for Equine 
Infectious Anemia, an unbeatable, conta¬ 
gious disease]. We have to pay for all that,” 
she says and pauses. 

“I said we’d take him.” 

A work of a lifetime 

Calhoun has been wild about animals 
since she was a kid. She grew up with a 
show-horse background and learned to 
ride on a Shetland pony named Peanut. 
She thought she wanted to be a vet, but 
then came to understand she was better 
suited to caring for the animals when they 
were healthy. 

“It just came upon me,” says the woman 
who formally established the Foxie G 
Foundation in September 2012, but has 
been saving and retraining Thoroughbreds 
for second careers since she and her hus¬ 
band bought Summer Wind Farm in April 
1986. 

“Every year it just grew,” Laurie says. “I 
had more and more requests to take horses. 
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A lightbulb went off or I just got crazy 
enough to add to my workload. We went 
from three or four horses to a dozen and 
more. We decided to become a nonprofit 
and in our first partial year we rehomed 15. 
Our first full year, we got 26 rehomed; the 
second year 36. Last year we did 46.” 

How many more a year can she find 
homes for? 

“I don’t know,” she says. “But I think 
we can do 50, and we’re on track to do it— 
but that might be our max.” 

On this spring day, there are 18 sanc¬ 
tuary horses, meaning that due to age, 
temperament or physical limitation they 
cannot be put up for adop¬ 
tion and wiU live out their 
lives at Summer Wind; and 
there are another 24 either 
resting up from injury before 
returning to the racetrack or 
at the farm for retraining and 
future adoption. 

On April 27, Calhoun’s 
work with Foxie G was rec¬ 
ognized with the Thorough¬ 
bred Charities of America 
Award of Merit. 

While Calhoun says “a 
thank you is always nice,” the 
most important aspect of 
being recognized “is that our 
foundation gets out in the 
public eye. That might mean 
more support that allows me 
to help more horses.” 

Calhoun, 55, runs the 
operation, but is quick to 
say she couldn’t do it by her¬ 
self; her husband, her sisters, 

Nicole Ausherman, who 
helps retrain the horses, and 
Kathy Reader, who sponsors 
one of the “kill pen” horses, 
and about 60 volunteers 
make it all possible. 

Calhoun’s mission seems almost end¬ 
less, as she also has taken on the care of 
13 feral cat colonies. She and volunteers 
capture the cats and take them to the vet 
for shots, spaying and neutering before 
returning them to their colonies. 

When any stray kittens appear, she col¬ 
lects them, domesticates them and puts 
them up for adoption. She and her volun¬ 
teers spend nearly three hours a day feed¬ 
ing and checking up on the cats. 

Last year, Calhoun says 36 cats were 
adopted. But there are still plenty of 
friendly, lovable ones populating her yard 
and barns. 

While the Calhouns have cared for ani¬ 
mals at Summer Wind for 30 years, Jerry is 


quick to point out, “The cats are aU Laurie. 
I have a dog.” 

Laurie laughs at that and says her hus¬ 
band has been incredibly supportive. 

“He picks up my slack and we’re here 
seven days a week,” she says. “I sadly 
have to say we have not taken a vacation 
together for four years. My poor husband. 
But, on the flip side, we get to walk up the 
driveway together every morning and see 
all the horses.” 

Making it aii work 

The Calhouns, who met when Laurie 
was an 18-year-old intern at Glade Valley

Farm near Frederick and Jerry was the 
broodmare manager, have been married 
for 26 years. 

“When she first came up with this 
[horse rehoming] idea 30 years ago, I 
thought the concept was great,” says Jerry, 
who describes himself as Foxie G’s “big¬ 
gest contributor and hardest working vol¬ 
unteer.” 

“She’d been doing it for us and clients 
for years,” he says. “When she decided to 
expand [and become a certified nonprofit] 
I was concerned about the operation and 
the financing of it.” 

Everything done for the Foxie 
G Foundation is 100-percent volun¬ 
teer. Laurie says she has 15-20 regulars 


who care for the horses, another 15-20 
who work on fundraising and 15-20 more 
who “help when they can.” 

She says, “They come from an hour- 
and-a-half away to five minutes away. They 
are truly dedicated.” 

Besides growing the volunteer network, 
raising funds to meet the obligations of 
maintaining and saving so many horses is 
the biggest worry. 

“Laurie is just dedicated to this,” says 
Jerry. “She works day and night trying to 
help them and she also works at getting aU 
the rescues to work together for the benefit 
of the horses. It’s hard when everyone is 
competing for the same 
funds.” 

But Laurie Calhoun 
sees the benefit of work¬ 
ing together. 

“Yes, we are aU out 
here doing the same 
thing and competing for 
the funding,” she says. 
“But we are also each 
other’s support group. 
When I can’t take a 
horse, someone else will. 
When someone else can’t 
take one, I will. We also 
can commiserate when 
you can’t take a horse or 
you lose one from injury. 
The bottom line is we are 
aU stronger together.” 

Calhoun believes 
every owner, trainer, 
jockey, feed man—“every 
person who works in the 
industry and makes a liv¬ 
ing from these horses — 
should make a cash con¬ 
tribution” to their after¬ 
care. 

“We get help from 
the Maryland Jockey 
Club and the Maryland Horse Breeders,” 
Laurie Calhoun says. “And the MTHA 
[Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association]—those guys are a driving 
force, they truly are. We couldn’t do it with¬ 
out them. Tim Keefe [trainer and MTHA 
president] is so supportive of rehoming. 
He said to me, 'Nothing is more important 
for me as president than helping our retir¬ 
ing horses.’” 

In Maryland, horsemen voluntarily con¬ 
tribute by having $11 donated to aftercare 
and retirement from every entry. This year, 
the MTHA gave Foxie G $19,000, the 
foundation’s single biggest grant. 

Money also is raised through the Totally 
Thoroughbred Horse Show created by 
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MJC racing secretary Georganne Hale, and 
Foxie G helps itself with various fundrais¬ 
ers. 

Last spring, the foundation and ASPCA 
held “Equines in the Vines, Help a Horse 
Day” Some 324 people showed up, raising 
$14,220. 

An open house and barbecue was held 
in July and on Oct. 29 there will be another 
fundraiser at Laurel Park. 

By November, Calhoun hopes to add 
another funding source. Foxie G has 
applied for accreditation by the Thorough¬ 
bred Aftercare Alliance, which awards 
grants for exactly what the Foxie G 
Foundation does-retires, retrains and 
rehomes Thoroughbreds. 

A nonprofit organization that uses 
industry-wide funds, TAA, under the 
National Thoroughbred Racing Associ¬ 
ation, is the brainchild of Jack Wolfe, who 
co-owns Starlight Stables in Kentucky. His 
six-year effort to improve the horses’ wel¬ 
fare resulted in the alliance being formed 
in 2013. 

Maryland was one of the first states 
to contract with the TAA, which has 56 
organizations serving 180 facilities in the 
U.S. and Canada. 

In the Mid-Atlantic there are eight 
TAA-accredited facilities, including three 


in Maryland, two in Pennsylvania, one each 
in Virginia, New Jersey and South Carolina. 

“Maryland is one of the advanced states 
for aftercare,” says TAA operations con¬ 
sultant Stacie Clark-Rogers. “They help 
with the funding and they get repurposing 
the horses; the enthusiasm I see there from 
the horsemen and other people there, they 
get it.” 

To become a TAA-approved organiza¬ 
tion, a nonprofit has to be in business for 
three years and pass examinations of every 
major and minute detail: from facilities to 
volunteers, from marketing to euthanasia 
protocol, from feed program to adoption 
contracts. 

“It has been rigorous,” says Jerry Cal¬ 
houn. 

“Getting accredited and getting a 
TAA grant would be huge for us,” Laurie 
Calhoun says. “Right now the TAA is the 
single biggest funding body in the coun¬ 
try.” 

The full application gets reviewed twice 
and there are two inspections before a 
decision is made on an organization. Once 
sanctioned, facilities are inspected every 
year-without notice. And, an organization 
has to reapply for accreditation every two 
years. 

“We are trying to make this a fair, 
prosperous and well executed process,” 


Clark-Rogers says. “And we want it to be 
an independent process. Our goal is an 
industry solution for the horses after they 
are finished racing.” 

The TAA grants are only for horse care, 
not barns or facility upkeep. 

Big Red’s story 

The horse Calhoun saved more than a 
year ago with the help of financing from 
Haynes is called Big Red. It is not his rac¬ 
ing name. Calhoun doesn’t use The Jockey 
Club names for the rescues because it 
might lead someone to the name of his 
previous owner and she doesn’t want that. 

“I don’t want to blame anybody,” she 
says. “That’s not our purpose. We don’t 
release the registered name. We’re here to 
help the horses-and not point fingers. 

“My long-term goal is for Foxie G to be 
a permanent place for them, even if Jerry 
and I aren’t on Earth to be with them.” 

Once healthy and through a 30-day 
quarantine at Brad and Faith Leatherman’s 
Winding Creek Farm in Union Bridge, 
Calhoun ran his tattoo number. 

He was a stakes winner and 15 years 
old. He’d been schooled as a jumper and 
sold twice before winding up at New 
Holland, where he was sold for $500. 

“We have no idea how that happened,” 
she says. 



Big Red was so traumatized from his 
experience, retraining did not prove an 
option. 

“At 16 years old, he is enjoying life 
turned out with other geldings,” she says. 
“He loves grooming and treats.” 

As Calhoun shows a visitor around the 
125-acre property that has two barns that 
can house 55 horses, and more loafing sheds 
in the surrounding fields than she can count, 
she has a story to go with every horse. 

“Here’s Rift, by Not For Love,” she 
says. “He was donated by his trainer. He 
made almost $100,000. The problem with 
him is an ankle issue. Rift is in rehab and 
the ankle is starting to get better. He’s 
lovely to ride and he wiU be rehomed.” 

Nearby is another kill-pen horse. His 
feet are so tender, Calhoun says, he can’t 
even have his hooves trimmed without 
“major tranquilization.” Down the fence 
line, two retirees being sponsored by their 
owners. Bad Debt and Ravalo, nicker, 
nuzzle and nip at each other, making 
Calhoun smile. 

“I love seeing that—I love seeing them 
being horses and being happy,” she says, 
her face lighting up. 

She says 80 percent or more of the 
horses who come to her are “very, very 
retrainable.” One story she likes to teU is 


about a horse called “Jude,” who never met 
a person or horse he didn’t like. 

“He wasn’t fancy, he was sway-backed 
and he made about $365 on the racetrack,” 
she says. “But he was so honest. It took 
about a year, but he just recently found an 
adoptive home. 

“It’s so meaningful to me. He would 
have been gone and slaughtered. He was 
tagged and ready to be shipped when we 
got him. But all he needed was a helpful 
hand. A woman about my age who hadn’t 
ridden in a while was looking for a really 
nice guy, and anyone could ride Jude. 

“She took him and another one, a fancy 
one, for her friend. She took both of them, 
but by the time they left, the friend said, 
"You’re my horse,’ and he was resting his 
head on him. That’s what I remember and 
what makes it worthwhile.” 

Calhoun is proud of her horses and 
proud of the people who help her help 
them. 

Two of those are Dale and Joan Everett. 
The Everetts have retired their own horses 
at Foxie G and they’ve also claimed horses 
off the racetrack just to retire them to the 
farm. 

""They have three horses in that pro¬ 
gram and pay the farm every month to take 
care of them,” Calhoun says. ""People you 
meet can be so generous.” 


Haynes, who pays for his own retirees 
and others, says he simply loves animals. 

""I’ve probably rescued six or seven 
horses and some cats,” he says. ""We’re 
responsible for a lot of heartbeats . . . and 
I’ve had my retired horses-Heros Reward 
and Due—at Laurie and Jerry’s for some 
time. They do a great job.” 

On this warm spring day, Laurie Cal¬ 
houn doesn’t want to stop naming names 
of caring people or telling stories about 
animals she has rescued. But she has horses 
to care for and cats to feed. She smiles. 
There is hope in her eyes. 

She hopes more people will hear about 
the Thoroughbred Charities of America 
Award of Merit and step forward. 

""It might make someone want to 
adopt a horse, or, say, "Hey, I have some 
time, I think I’ll volunteer to help,”’ she 
says. ""We always, always need volunteers. 
There isn’t a horse out here who doesn’t 
like an extra brushing, an extra carrot or 
more mints.” ^

Talking Horse 

I’m a Chatterbox captures Grade 1 
Delaware Handicap for Grays, Jones

C heers, jeers and drama punctuated the 79th running of the 
$750,000 Delaware Handicap-Gl, a race that had an exciting 
conclusion despite the compact field of six fillies and mares, at 
Delaware Park July 16. 

Heading the Iki-mile race was Carolyn and Fletcher Gray’s I’m a 
Chatterbox, a finalist for champion 3-year-old fiUy last year. The daughter 
of Munnings had an outstanding sophomore season, winning the Grade 1 
Cotillion Stakes at Parx Racing and earning more than $1.2 million from 
eight starts. 


After time off following her only off- 
the-board finish of the year, which came 
in the Grade 1 Breeders’ Cup Distaff 
in November, Fm a Chatterbox rejoined 
trainer Larry Jones’ stable at Fair Grounds 
this winter, where she prepared for her first 
start of 2016 in the Doubledogdare-G3 at 
Keeneland in April. The chestnut finished 
second and then roared back in the Obeah 
Handicap at Delaware Park, the traditional 
prep for the Delaware Handicap, in early 
June. 

In the 1 Vs-mile Obeah, I’m a Chatterbox 
overcame traffic problems under Gabriel 
Saez to romp home by 8A lengths as the 
heavy favorite, an effort that set her up 
nicely for Delaware Park’s signature race. 

Reunited with regular rider Florent 
Geroux, I’m a Chatterbox was sent off 
the overwhelming betting choice, with 
recent Fleur de Lis-G2 winner Paid Up 


Subscriber the second choice with jockey 
Ricardo Santana Jr. Also in the field was 
New York shipper Mei Ling, from the 
Todd Pletcher barn; Godolphin Racing’s 
Penwith, courtesy of Kiaran McLaughlin; 
George Hall’s Money’soncharlotte, based 
in New Jersey with trainer Kelly Breen, and 
another New York raider, Milaya, trained 
by Michael Dilger. 

I’m a Chatterbox broke inward for a 
few strides from post four, crowding the 
three horses to her inside, including Paid 
Up Subscriber on the rail. The contact 
caused Paid Up Subscriber to lose her 
footing slightly behind, but she quickly 
recovered. I’m a Chatterbox trailed the 
field through the early stages. 

Geroux allowed her to move up steadily 
and by the time the field went into the first 
turn she was in a stalking position behind 
pacesetter Mei Ling. After 6 furlongs. I’m 


a Chatterbox collared Mei Ling and took 
command at the top of the stretch. She 
drew away to a 2-length lead in mid¬ 
stretch while racing off the rail. Paid Up 
Subscriber made a run late, but was unable 
to catch up. I’m a Chatterbox swept under 
the wire 214 lengths in front in 2:02.64. 
Penwith rallied past a tiring Mei Ling to 
get third. 

Santana immediately claimed foul 
against I’m a Chatterbox, claiming the 
contact at the break cost him the race. 
Stewards took several minutes examining 
the replay, while the replay was also shown 
on the infield big screen as well as through¬ 
out the Delaware grandstand. Fans hooted 
and hoUered, calling for I’m a Chatterbox 
to be disqualified, but when the stewards 
decided to leave the order of finish as it 
was, they erupted with loud shouts, both 
for and against the decision. 

Carolyn and Fletcher Gray nervously 
watched the replay, thinking back to the 
Coaching Club American Oaks-Gl last 
year at Saratoga, which resulted in a dis¬ 
qualification for their filly from the top 
spot for much less egregious contact with 
Curalina. 

‘fit felt like deja vu,” said Carolyn Gray. 
“I couldn’t believe it. And it was nerve- 
wracking.” 

The stewards put out a statement after¬ 
ward: “As a result of breaking in and the 
rider on the #4 [I’m a Chatterbox] having 
to take up and being behind the #1 [Paid 
Up Subscriber] at that point, along with the 
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Delaware Handicap-G1

#1 never losing stride, the Stewards could 
see no reason to take any action and made 
the race official.” 

Like Gray, Jones sweated the delibera¬ 
tion for a bit. 

“You always worry, because it comes 
down to a decision, somebody having 
to make decisions on it,” Jones said. “It 
did look like the one horse [Paid Up 
Subscriber] was trying to come out a little 
as well ... it was not a pretty start. But if 
we caused the trouble, we cost ourselves 
as much as we cost the other horses. And 
with as much as she won by, I think it was 
a decisive victory. She was the best.” 

A1 Stall, trainer of Paid Up Subscriber, 
said, “When you lose your momentum at 
the start, and the mental part, you get a 
little fried trying to get yourself gathered 
up again. Horses aren’t machines. But she 
sure acquitted herself very well after the 
tough start.” 

Jones, a Delaware Park regular for years, 
called the Delaware Handicap the filly’s 
chief summer goal. 

“This was our key race,” he said. “Even 
before Keeneland, this was the one. This 
was the key race, so we are going to just 
enjoy this one for a little awhile and then 
we win worry about what is next.” 

The Grays said they wiU leave the deci¬ 
sion where to run next to Jones, but 
Saratoga was on the list. The year-end goal 


wiU be the Breeders’ Cup Distaff-Gl at 
Santa Anita. 

I’m a Chatterbox earned |450,000 for 
her victory, which pushed her career earn¬ 
ings to $1,834,614. She is out of the Lost 
Soldier mare Chit Chatter, and was bred in 
Kentucky by her owners. 

American Patriot wins Kent 

The $200,000 Kent Stakes-G3 for 
3-year-olds at IVs mfies on turf was con¬ 
tested immediately after the Delaware 
Handicap, and WinStar Farm’s homebred 
American Patriot stormed to victory, win¬ 
ning by IV 2 lengths as the favorite over 17-1 
He’U Pay. 

American Patriot, sent to Stanton by 
Pletcher, hobbled slightly at the start but 
jockey Jose Ortiz angled him to the rail, 
where he sat in a stalking position behind 
He’U Pay. Turning for home, Ortiz cut him 
loose and he swept past He’U Pay to win 
going away. 

Dark Nile captures Oaks 

WinStar Farm’s Dark NUe survived a 
long delay and skipped across a sloppy 
surface after a nasty thunderstorm roUed 
through Delaware Park to win the Grade 
3, $300,000 Delaware Oaks July 9. The 
daughter of Pioneerof the NUe covered 
lVi6 mUes in 1:46.54 for trainer Arnaud 
Delacour and jockey Daniel Centeno. 


“Before the weather, we were planning 
on breaking, settUng, foUow the speed and 
making one run, but after the weather, I 
did not want to be far back,” said Centeno. 
“Down the backside she was dragging me. 
She was getting a Uttle tired in the end, but 
that may have been because we started a 
Uttle early But she was dragging me.” 

Dark Nile broke sharply, but was shuf¬ 
fled back to fourth early as Browse, Miss 
Inclusive and Eighth Wonder vied for the 
lead around the first turn. Approaching 
the half-mile pole. Dark NUe moved up 
around Miss Inclusive to be third, then 
raUied along the outside, took the lead, and 
opened a two-length advantage in mid¬ 
stretch over A Place to Shine, who made 
a strong late bid but feU IV4 lengths short. 
Kinsley Kisses was third. 

“We have a barn here as weU as one 
at Fair HiU,” said Leigh Delacour, wife 
and assistant to the winning trainer. “We 
paddock-schooled her here last week so 
she had experience walking around under 
the lovely Delaware Park trees, and she 
handled the delay Uke a champ.” 

Bred in Pennsylvania by Blacks tone 
Farm, Dark Nile was a $135,000 Keeneland 
September purchase for WinStar. The 
Delaware Oaks was her first start in graded 
stakes company, and her fourth consecu¬ 
tive victory. Her career record stands at 
four wins from five starts, with earnings of 
more than $240,000. ^

Nice Debut 

Fox Hill, Jones team up with first-timer 
Love You Back as meet finds high gear

T rainer Larry Jones has been enjoying 
a stellar Delaware Park meet, winning 
with horses up and down the class 
ladder. 

For Rick Porter’s Fox Hill Farms, Jones 
unveiled first-time starter Love You Back 
on the Fourth of July The 3-year-old 
daughter of Put It Back was purchased 
by Porter for $135,000 as a yearhng at 
Keeneland September. 

Installed as the post-time favorite in the 
field of eight, and with six steady workouts 
since arriving at Delaware Park in May, 
Love You Back didn’t disappoint. With 
Carol Cedeno aboard, the Florida-bred 
broke weU and immediately was sent up 
after the lead. She dueled for command 
with Double Sharp while racing outside 
that rival, and then was able to shake 


clear and steadily drew away, opening up a 
4-length advantage in mid-stretch. Another 
first-time starter, Tasha’s Moon, closed 
from far back to make a run, but ultimately 
feU three-quarters of a length short. 

“We thought she was going to win by 
open lengths, but she slowed considerably 
in the last furlong,” said Porter. “The rider 
told Larry [Jones] that she was fascinated 
by the infield TV screen, and that’s what 
was going on rather than her being out 
of gas.” 

Love You Back is out of the Friendly 
Lover mare Love To, and is a half-sister to 
graded stakes winner Another Romance 
and stakes-placed $400,796-earner Love to 
the Max and $219,945-earner Motin. 

Another Jones trainee, Brereton and 
Ned Jones’ homebred Mason County, 


recorded his second consecutive Delaware 
triumph this season, and his third in a row, 
when he won a spill-marred allowance at 1 
mile and 70 yards June 29. The 3-year-old 
Haynes field colt had estabhshed a clear 
lead in mid-stretch when favored Holy 
Soldier fell, allowing Flash McCaul to take 
the second spot with a dozen lengths back 
to Tisdale in the small field. 

Mason County broke his maiden at Fair 
Grounds in March for Jones, then came to 
Delaware and captured an allowance May 
28. This year, the colt is a perfect 3-for-3, 
and earned $69,000. 

Also on June 29, Jones sent out Nancy 
Dillman’s homebred Mademoiselle Coco 
to her second career victory in an allow¬ 
ance for fiUies and mares. 

A half-sister to Fox Hill’s Horse of the 
Year Havre de Grace, the 3-year-old broke 
her maiden at Delaware Park May 25, and 
then returned to finish third in an allow¬ 
ance June 9. 

Wheeled back by Jones against five 
rivals, including heavily favored Soigne, 
Mademoiselle Coco dueled for the lead 
with longshot Summer in Seatde through 
the first 6 furlongs. Gabriel Saez kept the 
winner to a long drive and she puUed away 
to half-length lead in midstretch, before 
holding off the late bid of Soigne. 

Mademoiselle Coco is out of the 
Carson City mare Easter Bunnette, who 
died in 2015 from foahng comphcations. 
Havre de Grace, also bred by DiUman, was 
a multiple Grade 1 winner who sold at 
auction as a yearhng for $380,000, and for 
$10 m illi on upon the conclusion of a rac¬ 
ing career in which she earned $2,586,175. 

MademoiseUe Coco did not start at 
2, making her debut for Jones at Fair 
Grounds Feb. 20, finishing seventh. She 
was sixth in a maiden special weight at 
Keeneland before finding the winner’s 
circle at Delaware Park. From five starts, 
she’s won twice and earned $46,132. 

Jones had won 15 of 43 starts through 
Aug. 8, and led all trainers with $907,385 in 
purse earnings at the meet. 

■ Trainer Shug McGaughey’s horses have 
frequented Delaware Park this season, and 
he came away with a stakes victory July 6 
when Stuart Janney Ill’s My Impression 
won the $50,000 Christiana Stakes, a lVi6- 
mile turf race for 3-year-old filhes. 

The homebred was sent off as the co¬ 
favorite with Catherine Wills’ Involuntary. 
With jockey Jose Ortiz coming down from 
New York to ride. My Impression broke 
sharply from her outside post 10. Ortiz 







was then able to settle her just off the pace 
and within striking distance of early pace¬ 
setter It’s the Truth. 

Heading into the far turn, My Impres¬ 
sion took off and seized the lead from It’s 
the Truth, and roUed into the stretch to 
win by 3y4 lengths over Involuntary, who 
rallied into second late. The Jonathan 
Sheppard-trained Outsider Art was third. 

My Impression, a daughter of Sky 
Mesa, broke her maiden last November 
at Aqueduct, then won an allowance test 
at the Christiana distance at Tampa Bay 
Downs in late January. 

She was fifth in the Memories of Silver 
Stakes at Aqueduct in April before her 
Christiana victory. She has three wins in 
five starts, with earnings of $80,815. 

My Impression is out of the Janney- 
bred Impressionism, a daughter of 
Broad Brush who earned $185,230. My 
Impression is her first stakes winner. 

I Jamie Ness, last year’s leading trainer 
at Delaware Park, is well on his way to 
another title as he was atop the standings 
through early August. 

In 2015, Ness won 40 races at the 
Stanton oval, with his horses earning more 
than $600,000. Through Aug. 9, Ness 
stood at 25 wins with $437,207 earned. 

Ness won his 2,500th race July 2 at 
Delaware, sending out Mark Hoffman and 
Jagger Inc.’s Charlesbrecknridge to take a 
$35,000 claiming race. 

■ Team Valor International and trainer 
Arnaud Delacour sent out the debut win¬ 
ner Speak With Me (Fr) to win a maiden 
special weight at IVi furlongs on the turf 
July 6. The 3-year-old colt by Lope de 
Vega had been bet down to 2-1 thanks to 
a steady string of works and Delacour’s 
strong meet.

A Driving Family 

With 21st win, Md.-bred No Brakes 
keeps long, winding career on track

I f ever there was an appropriate name 
for a warhorse who just refuses to slow 
down, it would be No Brakes. The 
11-year-old son of Parker’s Storm Cat- 
yes, the same noted sire of the ageless 
Ben’s Cat—kept his foot on the gas July 
16, winning a $25,000 starter allowance at 
Laurel in his 104th career start. 

Sitting some 17 lengths off a con¬ 
tested pace that was chcked off in :23.59, 
:46.75 and 1:12.13, No Brakes made a Silky 
SuUivan-esque move off the far turn. He 
passed his five rivals and not only won the 
mile race, but he drew off by 5V2 lengths. 

“The horse means a lot to me,” said 
trainer Wayne Potts, who co-owns No 
Brakes with Thomas Freed’s T D C B E 
Stables. “He’s a special horse to me. He 
don’t owe me a doUar, that old man.” 


Potts, a native of RockviUe, Md., who 
Hves in Bowie, claimed the horse for $4,000 
at Timonium last August. Since then. No 
Brakes has run 14 times, winning four 
races. He had been winless in six consecu¬ 
tive starts before his emphatic score in July. 

Bred in Maryland by John Franzone 
Jr., No Brakes is out of the Mahogany 
Hall mare All Apologies. He made his 
debut in June 2008 at Delaware Park for 
Franzone and trainer Howard Wolfendale. 
No Brakes won four of his first 20 starts, 
and placed fifth in the Deputed Testamony 
Starter Handicap on the 2010 Preakness 
Day card at Pimhco. 

Ten months after that race, he returned 
to win at Laurel, out of which he was 
claimed for $5,000 by Potts’ ex-girlfriend 
Katherine Sancuk. No Brakes would race 


34 times for Sancuk and Freed, who came 
on as a co-owner, and win six races, high¬ 
lighted by a victory in the 2011 Deputed 
Testamony Starter Handicap. 

It was during that time that Potts first 
became enamored with the hard-knocking 
gelding. The trainer appreciated how play¬ 
ful No Brakes could be in the barn and 
how fierce he’d turn when it came time 
to race. 

“Once you put tack on him, he’s aU 
business. He’s a big monster. He handles 
things the way he should. He goes around 
there, does what he has to do,” Potts said. 
“But when you get him back to the barn, 
he’s back to his old self He’s hke a big 
teddy bear.” 

As time went on, Potts’ children grew 
attached to the horse too. The relationship 
evolved to the point that No Brakes landed 
in the first stall of the Potts barn. 

“When I walk through the door, he’s the 
first horse I see every morning,” Potts said. 
“He wiU never go in for a claim. When it’s 
time to retire him, I’U find him a retirement 
home. But he’s not going to be the kind of 
horse you can kick out into a field.” 

When No Brakes was mired in a stretch 
of six straight losses earlier this year, Potts 
acknowledged that he’d fielded some criti¬ 
cism for not retiring the horse. However, 
the trainer adamantly rejected any notion 
that No Brakes had nothing more to give. 

Potts, knowing the horse as well as any¬ 
body, was positive that No Brakes would’ve 
been unhappy away from the track. In his 
horse, Potts still saw the fire to compete, 
even if the results weren’t there earher in 
the year. 

“I’ve never lost faith in the horse,” he 
said. “His prior few races were at Penn 
National, he really didn’t have any pace to 
run into. They went so slow early and he’s a 
late closer. He needs a pace to run at. If he 
was ever to take a bad step with me or any¬ 
thing that would give me second thoughts 
of running him, I would never risk putting 
him out there.” 

No Brakes affirmed his competitive 
spirit in July, winning in a way that would 
suggest he’s still enjoying himself in the 
afternoon. As far as his attitude in the 
morning. No Brakes is as feisty as ever and 
isn’t one to return to the barn until he gets 
to stretch his legs out to his own liking. 

“The girl I have galloping for me, Anna 
Carrow, she’s done a fantastic job with him 
because you can’t take him out there and 
jog him a mile, he won’t do it,” Potts said. 
“He’ll buck, he’ll come 4 or 5 feet off the 
ground. You gotta let him go out there and

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gallop a mile-and-a-half or 2 miles. That’s 
what he wants to do, every day He really is 
a pretty cool horse to be around.” 

With his latest victory, the 21st win of 
his career. No Brakes reached |405,583 in 
earnings. 

TRACK RECORD FOR NESS CHARGE 

When a trainer has had a horse long 
enough, the conditioner generally has a 
pretty strong idea about that horse’s abil¬ 
ity. Jamie Ness felt that way about Ghost 
Hunter, and he didn’t exacdy peg the horse 
as one to set any records. But that’s exacdy 
what the 6-year-old Ghostzapper gelding 
did at Laurel July 10. 

Sent off at 8-1 in a IVie-mile turf 
optional claiming event in which he was 
entered for a |40,000 tag. Ghost Hunter 
sat just off a hot pace set by Souperfast. 
At the eighth pole. Ghost Hunter angled 
out and went right past the leader. The 
final time was 1:39.00, breaking the All 
Along Turf Course record of 1:39.80 set 
by Warning Glance on June 18, 1995. 

Ness, who also owns the horse under 
his racing partnership Jagger Inc., was 
watching the race on television at Delaware 
Park. 

“Well, I knew they were going pretty 
good up front,” Ness said. “He finished 
well. I was up there watching on the simul¬ 
cast, so I didn’t really pay any attention to 
the time.” 

Once Ness realized Ghost Hunter had 
set a track record, his reaction was mea¬ 
sured. In fact, it didn’t really add any excite¬ 
ment to the victory for Ness. 

“Not really I know the horse. I’ve had 
him for over two years. So, I know what he 
is and what he can do,” he said. “With the 
track record, I think he was fortunate to 
get a good trip and catch a fast track. So, I 
don’t put a lot into that.” 

If nothing else, the race was a slight 
boost of confidence for Ness, who had 
been targeting the $200,000 Presque 
Isle Mile Stakes in September for Ghost 
Hunter. The horse finished fifth in the race 
last year. The chart comments for Ghost 
Hunter read simply “unlucky trip” and 
Ness, to put it mildly, concurred. 

“He was so much the best that day but 
things didn’t work out. We’re going to go 
and try to redeem ourselves,” Ness said. 

Ghost Hunter was bred in Kentucky 
by Adena Springs. Out of stakes winner 
Hartfelt, Ghost Hunter is stakes-placed, 
having finished third in the Claiming 
Crown Emerald Stakes at Gulfstream last 
year. 


In 2014, Ghost Hunter was claimed 
by Midwest Thoroughbreds for $25,000. 
Ness had trained for Midwest until this 
past February, when the trainer and owner 
parted ways. 

Despite the separation from the high- 
volume ownership group, Ness has main¬ 
tained a stable of about 70 horses, includ¬ 
ing 25 at Laurel. In early August, Jagger 
Inc. sat atop the owner standings for the 
Laurel summer meet and Ness ranked 
sixth in wins among all trainers at the track. 

As for Ghost Hunter, he improved to 
12 wins from 37 starts and bumped his 
career earnings to $332,530. Five of Ghost 
Hunter’s victories had come at Presque 
Isle. Ness knew the horse had an affinity 
for the Pennsylvania oval but after Ghost 
Hunter’s race at Laurel in July, he’s left his 
mark in Maryland, as well. 

“I wasn’t surprised by the result. The 
horse has been running real well and he 
runs good on the turf,” Ness said. “It was 
a great effort on his part but I’m not look¬ 
ing for graded stakes or nothing like that, 
just because he broke the track record. 
I’m looking to spot him where he can win 
again. I know what I’ve got.” 

I He was always right there but Pool 
Winner rarely seemed to finish on top 
in 2015. He finished second in six of his 

II starts. Then, in his last race of the 
year in November, Pool Winner finally 
made some waves, taking a 5V 2 -furlong turf 
allowance at Laurel. 

Eight months later, winning has become 
the norm for Colts Neck Stables’ home¬ 
bred 4-year-old son of Broken Vow and 
the Dixieland Band mare Welcome Home. 
Pool Winner improved his 2016 mark to a 
perfect 3-for-3 after winning another turf 
sprint at Laurel in July. In fact, he hasn’t 
lost since the victory last November. 

“He’s a very solid horse,” said Jorge 
Duarte, assistant to Pool Winner’s trainer 
Alan Goldberg. “Really, nothing bothers 
him. He’s a nice horse to be around. He’s 
sound. He does everything right.” 

To be fair. Pool Winner hasn’t always 
been such a joy to be around. Duarte 
described the horse as being “a litfie bit 
on the hot side” for most of 2015, and a 
handful when it came to shipping him. For 
that reason, the decision was made to geld 
Pool Winner after his final start last year. 

The result has been everything his con¬ 
nections could have hoped for, and then 
some. 

“Before races, he’s using himself up 
less than he used to,” Duarte said. “He’s 


just a pro now. At least in these first three 
starts this year, he’s been perfect when we 
take him over to the paddock and stuff like 
that. I thought gelding him did some good 
and the time off did him some good.” 

Following a busy 3-year-old campaign. 
Pool Winner was given a six-month break 
before making his 2016 debut at Laurel in 
May. In what might’ve indicated a turn¬ 
ing of fortunes. Pool Winner emerged 
victories in a three-way photo finish. He 
followed that with a half-length score over 
the turf at Parx. 

Returning to Laurel in July, Pool Winner 
set blistering splits on the front end and 
came home a half-length winner. He 
clocked in at 1:01.34 for 5 V 2 furlongs. With 
ease, he’d put away a salty group of chal¬ 
lengers that included graded stakes winner 
Jack’s in the Deck and stakes winner Bold 
Thunder. 

Having now emerged as one of the 
Mid-Atlantic’s top turf sprinters. Pool 
Winner is being pointed toward some 
loftier summer and early fall targets. 

“We’ve wanted to step him up on a 
few occasions,” Duarte said. “I think he’s 
ready to step up now. He’s in perfect shape. 
Once you get to this condition, you don’t 
really have any other option than to step 
him up.” 

With his recent string of victories. Pool 
Winner improved to five wins from 14 
starts. Pool Winner has only crossed the 
wire worse than second on three occasions. 
He’s amassed earnings of $208,840. ^

Generations 
of Excellence 

World Approval delivers Grade 1 U.N. 
for Casse, owner/breeder Live Oak

S he never met expectations as a per¬ 
former on the track, needing 13 tries 
to graduate from the maiden ranks 
and winning just twice overall. But as a 
producer, Win Approval was the prover¬ 
bial gift that kept on giving to Charlotte 
Weber. 


Weber, a doyenne of Thoroughbred 
racing and breeding, owns 4,500-acre 
Live Oak Stud in Florida and her horses 
have been winning prestigious races across 
North America for close to 50 years. 
When World Approval, a 4-year-old son 
of Northern Afleet and Win Approval, 


carried Weber’s famihar white silks with the 
red polka dots into the Monmouth Park 
winner’s circle after the United Nations 
Stakes-Gl July 3, he became the 11th of 
her charges, the majority of whom were 
homebreds, to capture a Grade 1 affair. 

“Mrs. Weber was thrilled. We all were,” 
said Bruce Hill, general manager of the 
prestigious operation for the past eight 
years. “We were hoping for that because he 
had been knocking on the door. Whenever 
any of them gets over that hurdle it’s 
always wonderful.” 

For Win Approval, a daughter of 1989 
Canadian Triple Crown winner and Horse 
of the Year With Approval, and who now 
lives a hfe of equine luxury in her verdant 
surroundings at Live Oak, it was simply a 
case of been there, done that. 

World Approval’s older half-sibhngs are 
the multiple graded stakes-winning mil¬ 
lionaires Miesque’s Approval, Revved Up 
and Za Approval. 

“The dam is here with us. She’s healthy 
but she became infertile a few years ago 
and this is her last foal [of 10]. She’s in a

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paddock right below Mrs. Weber’s resi¬ 
dence,” said Hill. “The mare is an indepen¬ 
dent lady and she’s very content to be by 
herself. She likes to look over the fence at 
a few retired geldings, and we wean some 
foals each year in that area so she also gets 
to look over the fence at some weanlings. 
She’s quite content with her shade and her 
paddock.” 

World Approval, gray and gelded like 
his big brothers Za Approval and Revved 
Up, is following the family hoofprints. 

Miesque’s Approval, a bay intact horse, 
won the 2006 Breeders’ Cup Mile-Gl 
and was Eclipse Award-winning turf 
horse. The son of Miesque’s Son earned 
$2,648,879 in a 41-race career spanning 
seven years. Revved Up (by Sultry Song) 
won $1,548,653 in 43 races run in nine 
seasons. Za Approval (by Ghostzapper), 
World Approval’s stablemate in trainer 
Mark Casse’s barn, has brought home 
checks for $1,394,666 from 34 races 
through the beginning of August as part 
of a still-active six-year career. 

The $180,000 winner’s share of the 
$300,000 United Nations pushed World 
Approval’s earnings to $853,450 and his 
record to six wins in 15 starts. 

“If we can get World Approval over 
the $1 million mark, that wiU make four 
m illi onaires from this mare,” said H ill . 
“That’s very impressive. We don’t want to 
jinx ourselves, and knock on wood, but 
they [her progeny] aU get better with age 
and they run a long time. So we’re just get¬ 
ting warmed up. We hope history repeats 
itself” 

As for history. World Approval is a 
third-generation runner for Weber, going 
back to the graded stakes-placed Negoti¬ 
ator (a 1974 daughter of Hoist the Flag). 
Weber is the granddaughter of John Dor- 
rance, the inventor of the process to con¬ 
dense and can soup and the founder of 
the Campbell Soup company. Weber and 
George Strawbridge Jr. of Augustin Stable 
are cousins. 

“She owned the first three dams of 
World Approval and his is a very gratifying 
pedigree for Mrs. Weber,” said HiU. 

At 73, Weber remains intricately 
involved and ardent about the sport, and 
she almost always watches in person when 
her horses run in important stakes. 

“She is a true sportswoman,” said HiU. 
“She’s kind of a dying breed. She abso¬ 
lutely loves racing and stiU loves it to this 
day and is as passionate about it today as 
ever. She reaUy does love racing and takes 
an avid interest in the breeding. She puts 


the final stamp on every decision that is 
made. We try to do a Uttle of the ground 
work for her, but she makes aU of the final 
decisions.” 

Despite his long Live Oak bloodlines. 
World Approval wiU not begin a second 
career there or at any place else for Weber, 
who owns shares in various staUions stand¬ 
ing in Kentucky. 

“He is a gelding and several of Win 
Approval’s sons are. They are independent, 
just Uke their mother, but this horse is very 
manageable. He is a class act, he’s pure 
class, but there is a reason he is a gelding. 
He is a not a rogue, or rank by any means. 
We’U just caU him persnickety,” said HiU. 

Casse, an August inductee into the 
Canadian HaU of Fame in his first year 
of eUgibiUty and an eight-time Sovereign 
Award winner as that country’s top train¬ 
er, is a relatively new addition to Live 
Oak’s roster of trainers, which includes 
HaU of Famer BiU Mott, Tom Albertrani, 
Christophe Clement, Graham Motion, 
Eddie Plesa Jr. and Mike Trombetta. 

Casse apparently knows how to get 
along with the finicky World Approval and 
get the best out of him. 

“The horse started with Christophe 
Clement and Mrs. Weber made some stra¬ 
tegic decisions with the stable,” said HiU. 
“She wanted to use Mark and once we did, 
we had to earmark some horses for him 


and put them together and this horse got 
into that group under Mark’s heading. It 
worked out beautifuUy.” 

■ It’s tough to teU who was the big¬ 
ger luminary on the HaskeU Invitational 
undercard, jockey “Jersey” Joe Bravo or the 
redoubtable Bradester. 

Ridden superbly by Bravo, Joe Sutton’s 
Bradester returned to Monmouth and 
proved that he loves the racing strip— 
whether it’s fast or sloppy—with his suc¬ 
cessful defense of his title in the Grade 
2 Monmouth Cup. With the victory, the 
Eddie KenneaUy-trained horse remained 
unblemished in three 2016 starts and 
stretched his Monmouth record to four 
wins in six tries, with two seconds in his 
other two Jersey Shore starts. 

For his part, Bravo rode three of the 
four winners of the graded stakes pre¬ 
ceding Exaggerator’s HaskeU victory. 
The jockey helped Blacktype (Fr) get his 
first American black type for Clement 
in the Grade 3 Oceanport and also 
won the WinStar Matchmaker-G3 with 
Itsonlyactingdad for Todd Fletcher, both 
over yielding turf 

Fletcher had a good day as weU, also 
winning the MoUy Fitcher Stakes-G3 with 
Genre, who was partnered with Faco 
Lopez, Monmouth’s leading rider again 
this season. *

Big Payday 

Longshot maiden winner Yasamin 
delights veteran trainer Riviezzo

S haron McKenzie’s Yasamin did 
not have a promising debut at Parx 
Racing June 28, finishing last after 
becoming fractious in the gate and racing 
in a lackluster fashion on a sloppy track, in 
a race that had been washed off the turf 
The filly parlayed that disappointing 
start into a rousing, front-running score 
July 19 as she grabbed the lead right out of 
the gate in a $63,500 maiden special weight 
on the turf at 53-1 and never looked back, 
giving her seven rivals the slip and zipping 
away to a 2y4-length score for jockey David 
Castillo. 

While Parx punters were left scratching 
their heads at Yasamin’s form turnaround 
and her $108.40 payoff, it didn’t surprise 
her trainer, longtime Bensalem backstretch 
resident Ralph Riviezzo. 

“She hated the slop in her first race,” 
said Riviezzo, a former Philadelphia 


mounted policeman and a blacksmith who 
has been training since 1976. “But she 
breezed well afterward and I had my sus¬ 
picions that she would reaUy like the grass. 
She has a grass foot and her pasterns are 
fairly long. Plus, I didn’t think it was such a 
tough field that she was facing. She left the 
gate running, and the rest is history.” 

Riviezzo said he didn’t bet Yasamin 
to win, only playing her in an exacta with 
another horse that did not finish second. 
The 3-year-old Pennsylvania-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Misbah out of the Devil’s Bag 
mare Devil’s Quest earned $42,000, which 
Riviezzo called a godsend. 

“I’ve been living like Rambo the last 
couple of years, so for me the trainer’s 
share is like hitting the lottery,” said the 
70-year-old. “I was thankful that Sharon 
gave me a couple of horses to train. After 
she won, people were asking me if I was 


going to celebrate, and I said I’m on my 
way to McDonald’s for a Happy Meal.” 

While Yasamin has brought much-wel¬ 
come monetary relief to Riviezzo, whose 
horses earned $15,558 last year, he said 
he intends to use some of his earnings to 
assist an elderly neighbor with a veterinary 
biU. 

“She doesn’t have much money to live 
on, and her dog needs medicine she can’t 
afford, so I’m going to help her out,” said 
Riviezzo. 

PURE SENSATION DASHES TO WIN 

The first five runnings of the $200,000 
Parx Dash-G3 turf sprint saw one horse 
win three times—regional superstar Ben’s 
Cat. The durable Maryland-bred triumphed 
from 2012 through 2014, finished sixth in 
2015, and was back for another crack at the 
$120,000 winner’s prize in 2016. 

After heavy overnight rains wreaked 
havoc with the already-stressed Parx turf 
course, Ben’s Cat was forced to negotiate 
the 5 furlongs of the Parx Dash on squishy 
“yielding” sod, which was not kind to clos¬ 
ers but tailor-made for frontrunners like 
Patricia Generazio’s Pure Sensation. 

Ben’s Cat, known for his exciting, off- 
the-pace punch, was compromised at the 
break when the Alan Goldberg-trained 
Take Cover slammed into him, and then 
tried his best to make up ground after rac¬ 
ing toward the rear of the eight-horse field 
until the head of the stretch. 

But Pure Sensation, ridden by former 
Parx leading rider Kendrick Carmouche, 
had come away cleanly, shot to the lead, 
and then held off aU challengers, winning 
by 214 lengths in :57.35. The course record 
is held by none other than Ben’s Cat, who 
stepped the distance in :54.96 in 2012. 

Pure Sensation, a 5-year-old Florida- 
bred son of Zensational out of the Disco 
Rico mare Pure Disco, came in off a rous¬ 
ing score in the Grade 3 Jaipur at Belmont 
Park in June, and was installed the race 
favorite over second choice Ben’s Cat and 
Fast Flying Rumor. 

Power Alert (Aus) overcame bumping 
at the start to finish second, while Ben’s 
Cat rallied for third. 

Pure Sensation is based in New York 
with trainer Christophe Clement. The Parx 
Dash was the sixth victory of his 17-race 
career, and he’s earned $748,415. 

The gelding represents the third gen¬ 
eration of homebreds for Generazio, who 
bred and raced horses in New Jersey for 
several decades. His dam Pure Disco was 
bred in the Garden State, and she made

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all but three of her 29 lifetime starts at 
Monmouth Park and Meadowlands. She 
won six stakes, including the 2005 New 
Jersey Futurity, and was voted the state’s 
champion handicap female in 2007. Pure 
Disco earned |496,840. 

Pure Disco’s dam, V for Vera (by 
Concorde’s Tune), was bred and raced by 
Generazio and was trained by her husband, 
Frank. The hard-knocking mare, who 
made 44 starts, is also the dam of Crafty 
Concorde, a son of former New Jersey- 
based sire Crafty Friend, who was stakes- 
placed and earned more than $200,000. 

■ Arlington Park-based Zipessa, from 
the Michael Stidham stable, shipped to 
Bensalem July 4 and came away with a 
front-running victory in the $200,000 Dr. 
James Penny Memorial-G3, at lVi6 miles 
on the turf 

Getting out of the gate quickly, Zipessa 
established a nearly 2-length lead early 
under a snug hold from Florent Geroux. 
The jockey nursed the 4-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of City Zip down the backstretch 
and around the far turn, then turned for 
home with a 2-length lead. She was chal¬ 
lenged late by Tuttipaesi (Ire), but Zipessa 
responded and won by 2 lengths in 1:41.42 
over firm going. Tuttipaesi was second, 
with Tiger Ride third. 

Zipessa, out of the Horse Chestnut 
(SAf) mare Precious Princess, was bred 
in Kentucky by G. Watts and Sally 
Humphrey, and was purchased by her 
owner. Empyrean Stables, for $67,000 at 
the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky faU yearling 
sale. The Penny Memorial was her first 
graded and stakes victory. Lifetime, she has 
a record of four wins from eight starts, and 
earned $292,250. 

■ After more than a decade of riding 
at Parx Racing, Frankie Pennington has 
consistently been at the top of the jockey 
standings. He finished 2014 as the win- 
ningest jockey at the Bensalem course, 
completing the year-long season with 
143 winners, 33 more than runner-up 
Carmouche. 

Pennington (also the 2006 leader) came 
right back in 2015, nabbing the jockey 
title with 124 winners, 22 more than J.D 
Acosta. Through Aug. 8, Pennington had 
won 67 races to sit atop the standings by 
16 over Hector Caballero. On July 10, 
Pennington achieved a career milestone 
when he captured his 2,000th race, win¬ 
ning aboard the Kelly Breen-trained Now 
We Are Free.

In the Family 

Redaspen’s son Wychmere 
scores for owner/breeder Equivine

D uring her racing career, Redaspen 
was an outstanding performer for 
her owner and breeder, Valerie 
McNeeley’s Equivine Farm. 

The daughter of Bianconi was foaled 
at Equivine, near Coatesville. Pa., and was 
trained for most of her career by Fair Hill 
Training Center-based Tim Woolley, for 
whom she captured four of her five stakes 
victories. Her last win and final start came 
at Calder Race Course, where she won the 
Grade 2 La Prevoyante Handicap under 
the care of Rebecca Baker. 

Retired to the broodmare ranks at 
Equivine with nine wins from 24 starts and 
$459,473, she produced multiple allowance 
winner Calamondin, a son of Curlin, in 
2010; Sonny Corleone, foaled in 2011 by 
Mr. Greeley, who is graded stakes-placed 
in Peru, and her latest, Wychmere, a son of 
Cape Blanco (Ire) foaled in 2013. 

Wychmere, trained by Cal Lynch at 
Laurel Park, broke his maiden at Parx 
Racing in October, and was third in the 
$100,000 Pennsylvania Nursery Stakes 
there in early December, finishing behind 
winner Bird of Trey and eventual open 
stakes winner Morning Fire. 

The colt kicked off his 3-year-old sea¬ 
son at Laurel with the first of three con¬ 
secutive placings in allowance company. He 
got his first win of the year in a turf allow¬ 
ance against Pennsylvania-breds at Penn 
National July 8 . 

Facing 10 rivals, Wychmere trailed 
through the first half-mile. Jockey Luis 
Garcia then swung the chestnut colt out¬ 
side rivals down the backstretch, rallied 
on the far turn, and seized command at 
the top of the stretch, blowing past leader 
Taylors Bridge. The momentum propelled 
Wychmere to a 2-length lead approach¬ 
ing the eighth pole, which turned into a 


6 y 2 -length advantage as he cruised under 
the wire in 1:41.48 on the firm going. 

Wychmere next out finished second in 
the $100,000 Crowd Pleaser Stakes at Parx 
July 23. 

■ After 24 starts, owner/trainer Chuck 
Spina’s Royal Six Shooter finally broke 
through to the next level and captured an 
allowance race, overcoming a stumbhng 
start to prevail by a neck over fellow 
Pennsylvania-breds July 9. 

The 4-year-old daughter of Don Six 
bred by Greenfields Farm recovered quick¬ 
ly after her troubled break and was placed in 
a stalking position by David Cora. Favorite 
Mile End maintained her lead around the 
turn and into upper stretch, before Royal 
Six Shooter prevailed in a long drive. The 
winner is out of the winning Partner’s 
Hero mare Royal Partner, who was bred by 
Wilham Purdey in New Jersey. Purdey, who 
owned Greenfields Farm with his wife 
Frances, died in 2002, but his wife has kept 
the 100-acre farm in Colts Neck, founded 
in 1937, as a Thoroughbred nursery. 

Among the best horses bred by the 
Purdeys were Spruce Fir, the 1987 New 
Jersey-bred Horse of the Year and fourth- 
generation homebred, who won a dozen 
stakes and earned $698,703, as well as 
Dance Floor, who was third in the 1992 
Kentucky Derby-Gl. 

Fran Purdey said that Royal Troupe, a 
half-sister to Dance Floor and the dam of 
Royal Partner, is still hving at age 30. She 
was also bred by her husband and raced 
for them; the daughter of Akureyri was 
stakes-placed at Monmouth Park in 1989 
while trained by Harry Wells. In addi¬ 
tion to Royal Partner, she also produced 
stakes winner Royal Form, a daughter of 
Dynaformer, and stakes-placed Troubator 
and Close Call. 


Royal Partner, Purdey said, had a colt 
in 2015 by Chips Are Down, who stands 
at Greenfields, and did not produce a foal 
this year. 

■ EUendale Racing, the stable name of 
Dale SchiUing and his wife Ellen Lea, has 
produced many homebred winners over 
the years, with their runners earning more 
than $ 2.1 million in the last decade. 

The couple’s latest success story is 
Little SteUa, a 4-year-old daughter of Lewis 
Michael, who has steadily ascended in the 
class ranks this season and won her third 
consecutive race July 21. 

Little Stella started nine times before 
breaking her maiden April 8 at 514 furlongs 
on the turf at Laurel Park for a $14,000 tag. 
She returned June 18 at Penn National to 
win a conditional 5-furlong claiming race, 
also on the turf Trainer Lizzie Merryman 
then stepped the dark bay filly up into a 
$33,300 allowance, once again sprinting on 
the turf, and she responded with an off- 
the-pace dazzler. Kept under a tight hold 
by jockey Andrew Wolfsont until the final 
furlong, she charged past She’s Chubs to 
win by IV 2 lengths in :56.75 for 5 furlongs. 

Little Stella is out of the Stormin Fever 
mare Party Fever, who raced in the mid- 
Atlantic for trainer Michael Matz. As a 
broodmare for EUendale, she produced 
Big Feat, who won the 2013 Crowd Pleaser 
Handicap at Parx and earned $137,460 
in his career. Big Feat was also trained by 
Merryman. 

Party Fever sold in 2014 at the Fasig- 
Tipton December mixed sale for $20,000, 
in foal to Majestic Warrior, to Chuck 
Zacney. She produced a Pennsylvania-bred 
fiUy in 2015; this year, she foaled a fiUy by 
dual classic winner Afleet Alex. 

SchiUing, treasurer of the Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association and an equine 
veterinarian, and Lea own WiUow Lake 
Farm, a patch of green off busy Butler 
Pike in Whitemarsh Township, Pa. 

“The farm is 165 acres, and has been 
owned by my family since the 1930s,” 
said Lea. “My mother preserved the land 
through a conservation easement with the 
Wissahickon VaUey Watershed Association, 
and we lease most of the pastures, but own 
the barn and the home.” 

Among the best horses bred by EUen¬ 
dale is the multiple stakes-winning war¬ 
rior Roadhog, who won 10 races over his 
44-start career and earned $670,240. The 
gelding won the Maryland Milli on Turf at 
Laurel Park in 2012 and 2013, the latter in 
which he gunned down Ben’s Cat to win 
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by a neck. The son of Bowman’s Band also captured a quartet of 
Pennsylvania-bred stakes at all three Keystone State venues. Now 
9, Roadhog was recently retired to Willow Lake, to become Lea’s 
riding horse. 

■ The seventh try proved to be the charm for Stacy and Gary 
Machiz’s homebred Late Breaking News, who broke his maiden 
July 20 with a 15-length score over fellow Pennsylvania-breds. 

The 3-year-old son of Jump Start had finished no better 
than fourth in his six previous races, at Parx, Belmont Park and 
Monmouth Park. Stretched out to a mile at Penn by trainer Stacy 
Machiz, Late Breaking News responded with a front-running 
score under Maria Remedio. At every pole, the gelding increased 
his advantage, until he was 10 lengths in front in mid-stretch and 
then 15 at the wire. 

The gelding’s dam. Very Distinctive (by Mutakddim) was also 
owned by the couple and trained by Stacy Machiz; she won the 
2008 Dear Jane Stakes at Penn National and earned $160,388. 
The owners hail from Cream Ridge, N.J., and Gary Machiz is a 
longtime Standardbred trainer. #

Owner/breeder Karp, trainer 
Houghton form strong partnership

L arry Karp and Bernie Houghton talk 
all the time—they have to. Houghton 
trains 10 horses for Karp who, along 
with his wife Barbara, breed and race as 
Barlar LLC. But here’s the thing, Karp and 
Houghton hardly know what the other 
looks like. 

“I talk to him every day but I’ve only 
met him one time in person,” Houghton 
said. “If he came up to me right now, I 
might not even recognize him.” 

Karp, 73, either due to superstition or 
simple geographic inconvenience, hasn’t 
made many trips to Pennsylvania, where 
Houghton races most of Barlar’s horses. 
The only time owner and trainer met was 
at Northview StaUion Station, shordy after 
Karp moved his racing operation to the 
Mid-Atlantic about seven years ago. 

Karp owned and stood E Dubai at 
Northview in Pennsylvania and Maryland. 
He later moved the stallion to Elite Thor¬ 
oughbreds in Louisiana, before selling him 
to a farm in Argentina last year. 


In 2010, Karp bred one of his 
foundation mares, China Sky, to Jump 
Start-whom he also owns several shares 
in. The result of the pairing was a fiUy 
named Bound. 

“I had one other fUly out of China 
Sky [Lune Rouge] who was a stakes win¬ 
ner,” Karp said. “So, my expectations were 
always moderate. I have learned in this 
business that you really need to learn to 
temper your expectations.” 

While Karp was breeding in the Mid- 
Atlantic, and transitioning the majority of 
his racing operation to Pennsylvania, he 
gradually separated from longtime train¬ 
er Joe Kasperski. The two had worked 
together for more than 25 years in I llin ois, 
where Karp’s operation had been previ¬ 
ously based. 

Karp, who himself lives in Texas, began 
looking for a new trainer in Pennsylvania. 
He reached out to his friend Carl McEntee, 
director of bloodstock services for 
Northview at the time. 


McEntee was the person who’d intro¬ 
duced Karp to Houghton on that singular 
occasion when the two met. And McEntee 
had just the lead for Karp. 

“He said, 'Do you remember Bernie 
Houghton?’,” Karp recalled. 

Indeed, Karp had remembered 
Houghton. McEntee reconnected the 
owner and trainer, and they began a con¬ 
versation over the phone—which stiU, to 
this day, is the only means through which 
they interact. And, just like that, Houghton 
began training for Karp. 

In 2013, Bound made her racing debut 
and it was fortunate for Karp that he 
hadn’t set high expectations to start. The 
filly lost her first two races by a com¬ 
bined 16% lengths. Both failed efforts were 
sprints on the dirt at Penn National. 

Houghton and Karp decided to try 
something new and stretched out Bound 
to a mile in her next race. She won by 614 
lengths. Including that third race of her 
career. Bound has won eight of her last 
19 starts and has only finished out of the 
money on four occasions. 

“She’s remarkably consistent and I love 
having her,” Karp said. 

Karp and Houghton had to really love 
what they saw in July when Bound won 
her third career stakes race, the $100,000 
Northern Fling at Presque Isle. 

Under Julio Hernandez, the 5-year-old 
mare rallied late to beat Sajor Stable’s race- 
favorite R Frosty One by a half-length. 
Bound clocked in at 1:37.92 for the mile 
distance. 

“We zeroed in on this race,” Houghton 
said. “We prepared her in an allowance. It 
wasn’t the right distance but we wanted to 
get a race under her. We picked this race 
out. All along this year, this was our race.” 

Houghton believes Bound is in her best 
form. Not only has she earned $416,174, 
Karp has also benefitted from all of the 
breeders and owners incentives tied to 
his Pennsylvania-bred. In addition to the 
$60,000 in Northern Fling purse money, 
Karp also scored nearly $40,000 in bonuses. 

“Where can you go where you can 
make $100,000 and run against horses 
that are not the American Pharoahs or 
the Cavortings or the Rachel Alexandras? 
That’s the beauty of this program in 
Pennsylvania. That’s the reason I’m stiU in 
it,” Karp said. 

Bound actually completes an equine 
triumvirate which has not only kept Karp 
in the game for 33 years but has also made 
racing a profitable business venture. The 
two other horses to whom Karp credits

much of his success are Words of War and 
Beboppin Baby. The latter was a $32,000 
claim who turned into a multiple graded 
stakes winner. 

But Words of War really opened Karp’s 
eyes to what was possible through breed¬ 
ing. Purchased as a yearling for $28,000, 
the daughter of Lord At War (Arg) earned 
$683,832 on the track for Karp and his 
partners. 

In 1996, Karp bred Words of War to 
Nureyev, and then sold the mare in foal 
for $440,000. That foal would turn out to 
be Del Mar Oaks-Gl winner No Matter 
What. Words of War went on to produce 
a number of other notable runners and 
sires, including-in a remarkable bit of syn- 
chronicity—Karp’s eventual Mid-Atlantic 
leading sire E Dubai. 

Twenty years later, Karp has no regrets 
about selling Words of War, or losing 
Beboppin Baby to a claim before the horse 
went on to win more than $150,000 for 
new owners. On the contrary, Karp took 
pleasure in seeing others benefit from 
horses who had already given him so much. 

“It changed me. It changed my whole 
perspective on the business,” Karp said. 
“Those two kept me in this business for 
25 years until I went to Pennsylvania. You 
know how hard it is to stay in the business 
and not lose any money over 25 years? It’s 
almost impossible but those two horses 
kept me in it. I get chills when I think 
about the two of them.” 

These days, it’s Bound that gives Karp 
that same feeling. Except now, it might be a 
little harder for him to let go of his stable’s 
top mare. 

“If you told me that in my whole career 
I could have American Pharoah once, and 
never ever have a horse that was worth 
more than a dime, or I could have a barnful 
of horses like Bound, I’d give up American 
Pharoah for Bound. She’s the kind of 
horse that every time she goes out there, 
she’U give you everything she has. She 
doesn’t know any other way. She outruns 
her natural ability,” he said. 

If nothing else. Bound has proven that 
convention is overrated. Her success, in 
spite of one unlikely arrangement between 
owner and trainer, is the ultimate testament 
to the random nature of racing. For Karp, 
the journey has often been unpredictable, 
but rarely has it been anything less than 
enjoyable. 

I It never hurts to have friends like Mike 
Trombetta. When the Maryland-based 
trainer picked up his phone in May and fel¬ 


low trainer Gerald Brooks was on the other 
end of the cell tower, Trombetta was asked 
for his opinion and he was more than will¬ 
ing to oblige. 

Brooks was calling to ask about 
Dynamic Strike-a horse Trombetta had 
previously trained for Fitzhugh LLC—and 
he received a ringing endorsement. 

Just two months earlier. Dynamic Strike 
had been claimed from Trombetta by BiU 
Campbell for owner William Bayne Jr. 

The 6-year-old gelded son of Smart 
Strike, bred in Pennsylvania by Fitzhugh, 
had won six races for his former connec¬ 
tions, including last year’s Leematt Stakes 
at Presque Isle. 

With this year’s Leematt Stakes looming. 
Brooks noticed Dynamic Strike had been 
entered by his new owner for a $32,000 
tag at Pimlico. At that point Brooks called 
Trombetta, a longtime friend and col¬ 
league, and asked him for the lowdown. 

“Mike had lost the horse back in 
[March]. The horse won the [Leematt] last 
year and won an allowance race at Presque 
Isle and he really took to the synthetic pret¬ 
ty well,” Brooks said. “So, when I called up 
Mike, I asked him if he was going back in 
for the horse and he said ‘No’. So, I went 
in for him.” 


Dynamic Strike finished second in the 
race that Brooks claimed him out of, 
for owner Ronald Clark. Two months 
later. Dynamic Strike showed up for the 
Leematt. It didn’t go exactly how Brooks 
had drawn it up, but in the end it would 
work out. Dynamic Strike broke next-to- 
last in the field of seven. The pace wasn’t 
aU that fast and Dynamic Strike had to 
rally wide into the stretch under Willie 
Martinez. But he closed ground late and 
got up just in time, while holding off favor¬ 
ite Granny’s Kitten by a neck. 

“I saw us making a move but I didn’t 
think he was going to get up to win. I 
didn’t think we had enough time to get up,” 
Brooks said. “It was very exciting.” 

The race was also satisfying to Dynamic 
Strike’s former trainer. 

“He’d been very good to us,” Trombetta 
said, “but we lost him in March. His new 
connections pointed him to that race. 
[Brooks] happens to be a friend of mine. 
I’m glad to see him able to win the stake. 
It’s good for them, it’s good for the breed¬ 
er, it’s good for everybody.” 

In winning his second consecutive Lee¬ 
matt, Dynamic Strike moved his career win 
total to seven victories and increased his 
career earnings to $353,590. #

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Back On Stride 

Bob Le Beau wins Saratoga’s Smithwick 
in 2016 debut for The Reids Stabie, Voss

lizabeth Voss summed up winning a 
jump race in 11 words. 

“It’s huge, it’s great, it’s amazing. 
But I’m glad it’s over.” 

That’s what happens when you send out 
two horses from the ends of the spectrum 
in the Grade 1 A.P. Smithwick Memorial 
Stakes at Saratoga Race Course. Portrade 


(Ire), the longest shot on the board, led 
early. Bob Le Beau (Ire), the shortest shot 
on the board, trailed in the 2yi6-mile race 
run Aug. 4. 

On paper, it looked simple, a 42-1 
shot setting it up for a 4-5 shot. Strategy 
and execution jeUed until the second-last 
hurdle, when Portrade misjudged his stride. 


clouting the fence and rocking jockey Gus 
Dahl, who sat like a coxswain. Eight horses 
later. Bob Le Beau didn’t do much better, 
mis cuing, pu llin g Jack Doyle’s reins like 
spaghetti through a strainer. 

Undaunted, Bob Le Beau responded 
when Doyle squeezed on landing, ripping 
through the field to win the $125,000 
stakes by a length over Scorpiancer (Ire). 
Portrade picked up, re-rallied and wound 
up third. 

Owned by The Fields Stable, Bob Le 
Beau earned his third Grade 1 stakes tri¬ 
umph since making his American debut in 
2014 and put himself into the champion¬ 
ship picture. 

Doyle melted Bob Le Beau from the 
start, sliding from the outside to the inside 
and finding cover behind nine rivals by the 
time the field reached the first hurdle. 

Also owned by The Fields, Portrade cut 
out the early tempo as Balance the Budget 
drafted in second. Overwhelming led the

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peloton of Rudyard K, Demonstrative, 
Schoodic and Spirit of Shankly (GB). 
Maserati (Brz), Scorpiancer and Bob Le 
Beau settled in the back. 

The order had barely changed as the 
field turned down the backside the final 
time and aimed at the seventh of eight 
fences. Portrade and Bob Le Beau did their 
version of synchronized gaffing, nearly 
throwing it away. 

Doyle was concerned. But, only briefly. 

‘d was like 'Oh, Fm in a bit of trouble.’ 
I just put my leg on him and he came right 
back and I was like, d’ve got loads of 
horse,’” Doyle said, 'd went down to the 
last and he winged it, I was like, d’m going 
to get there too soon.’ From where he was, 
he’s an unbelievable horse.” 

Doyle slid Bob Le Beau around three 
horses leaving the backside, then went 
inside the rest as Balance the Budget drift¬ 
ed and hampered Scorpiancer who was the 
only other horse closing ground. 

'd got right around the inner, there was 
about a half a gap there, but he’s so quick, 
he was gone through it before they real¬ 
ized he was there,” Doyle said. "Still, he 
got to the front and was like 'OK, Fve got 
enough done now’ ” 

Bob Le Beau finished 2Vi6 miles in 
3:51.20 for his 14th win from 49 starts, dat¬ 
ing back to a 2-year-old maiden at Ireland’s 
Gowran Park in 2009. Placed in two Group 
3 stakes on the flat in Ireland, including a 
second behind 10-time Group 1 winner 
So You Think (NZ) in the Mooresbridge 
Stakes, Bob Le Beau switched to hurdling 
in 2013, winning twice. By the next sum¬ 
mer, he was at Saratoga and struggling. 

He finished sixth in the Jonathan Kiser, 
then lost Doyle in the Walsh a few weeks 
later. 

"His first run three years ago, he bled 
and he must have hurt his back, because he 
was a lunatic the next day, he couldn’t jump, 
I fell off him,” Doyle said. "When I went 
home that faU, everything was hurting him. 
When I came back the next spring, he was 
a different horse. Now he’s free of pain, 
he’s just a little bit happier and relaxed. To 
look at him, he’s not much, he’s a funny 
shape, he doesn’t walk, but he’s some 
horse. I love him.” 

Last year. Bob Le Beau won the Grade 
3 National Hunt Cup, finished fourth in 
the Smithwick, then stormed to wins in the 
Grade 1 New York Turf Writers Cup and 
Lonesome Glory. The 2016 Smithwick win

gave him $617,457 in career earnings on 
the flat and over fences. 

This spring, Voss scratched him 
because of soft ground and waited for a 
Parx flat race for jumpers, which he won 
easily, setting him up for his 2016 hurdle 
debut in the Smithwick. 

"With two fences left I was like come 
on Jack, are we moving yet? I was a little 
worried carrying the 158, was he going 
to have that kick? But he’s just an impres¬ 
sive horse,” Voss said. "You look at him 
and you don’t think anything, but he’s an 
athlete and he tries his heart out. He’s 
definitely mellowed out and is more chilled 
about everything than he used to be.” 

Saratoga steeplechase wins tend to trig¬ 
ger emotions and the Smithwick did its 
part as The Fields Stable’s Laddie Merck 
thought back to a Tom Voss-trained horse 
who won the Smithwick back in 1997. A 
lot of water, sweet water, has passed since. 
Merck’s mother and partner in The Fields 
Stable, Betty, died in 2015. Tom Voss, 
Elizabeth’s father and the only trainer The 
Fields Stable ever had, died in 2014. 

"Mom is smiling. I stay involved to 
remember how much fun it was together 
and how we have those great memories 
of mom and the horses. This race was the 
first stakes we ever won—with Brigade of 
Guards,” Merck said. "They gave us the 
champagne and a big fat VHS Tape. Tom 
loved this race and the families are very 


close. Here we are [almost 20 years] later 
winning the same race.”

Eddie Graham waited. 

"I think his head was down,” the trainer 
said, while standing outside the winner’s 
circle after a Saratoga hurdle handicap 
Aug. 3. When the 9 flashed above the 
3, Graham exhaled, years of frustration 
released. "About time,” he said. "Finally, I 
won a race here.” 

Graham had won races at Saratoga, weU, 
he had run winners, aU the way back when 
he worked for Bruce MiUer, traveling from 
the farm with Grenade, a jet black rock 
who won at Saratoga in 1996, 1997, 1998, 
1999 and 2000. 

"My man Grenade, he was my main 
horse,” Graham said, as he walked through 
the clubhouse after Clorevia Farm’s Dr. 
Skip won a nose decision over Top Striker 
in the $70,000 handicap. 

All these years later. Grenade has com¬ 
pany at the top. 

Graham, who upset the Arlington 
MiUion-Gl with Hardest Core in 2014, 
produced Dr. Skip for his first win since 
2013. In a skid of seven jump defeats, the 
Maryland-bred son of Eddington had lost 
his rider twice, finished second by a neck 
in a Grade 2, third in a novice stakes and 
flopped in soft ground in May. Graham

regrouped, prepped in a jumper flat race at 
Parx and aimed for Saratoga. 

Willie McCarthy, riding Dr. Skip for 
the first time, placed the 8-year-old in the 
middle of the nine-horse field, Graham’s 
instructions playing in his head. 

“I told Willie to sit in the middle of the 
pack,” Graham said. “I told him when you 
hit the backside, if everybody starts going 
on the backside, be patient, it’s a long way.” 

Andi’amu (Fr) led early while Miguel 
Grau and Bodie Island tracked in second 
and third. Top Striker anchored on the rail, 
pulling but primed. With a circuit to go. 
Dr. Skip was cruising. Leaving the backside. 
Top Striker slid through along the wing, 
Andi’amu battled between horses. Special 
Skills drafted behind Top Striker and Dr. 
Skip began to rally as McCarthy switched 
him three wide. 

On the turn, Andi’amu retreated. 
Special Skills shuffled and Dr. Skip and 
Top Striker put their last bills on the bar. In 
a long drive, McCarthy galvanized Dr. Skip, 
while Bernie Dalton implored Top Striker 
(another Maryland-bred). They accelerated 
through the open wings of what used to 
be the last hurdle (removed this year as 
part of a safety initiative) and finished 
together. 

“It’s very long. I said to Bernie, I don’t 
think I’ve ever ridden a finish that long in 
my life,” said McCarthy. “He got his head 


in front at the right time. Bernie gave his 
horse a super ride. I knew he was waiting 
for the last sixteenth and he was going to 
try me again, and he did. He got his head 
in front but it helped me. It gave my feUa 
something to get his head in front of 
again.” 

Michael Cataneo bred Dr. Skip, and 
won four races with him before se llin g to 
Graham as a hurdle prospect in 2012. Out 
of the Citidancer mare Mz. Ann, Dr. Skip 
won his first two jump starts the next sea¬ 
son, but has been limited ever since with 
just two starts in 2014 and one in 2015. 

KENSINGTON COURT 
SPEEDS HOME 

Julie Gomena gave jockey Mark Watts 
specific—very specific—instructions before 
Saratoga’s steeplechase opener, a $65,000 
allowance July 27. 

“If you’re fightingit out with Unsinkable,” 
the trainer told the jockey before giving 
him a leg up on Kensington Court. “I’m 
going to geld you.” 

Watts followed orders, or was follow¬ 
ing them, until front-running favorite 
Unsinkable (Ire) acted up, froze, went 
through the hedge separating Saratoga’s 
two turf courses and was scratched by the 
stewards. While fans and other jockeys 
tried to decipher what might happen next. 


Watts sent Kensington Court to an imme¬ 
diate lead and never looked back. The mar¬ 
gin was 25 lengths between chart calls, and 
an official 14% at the finish after 3:48.57 
for 2%6 miles. Help From Heaven finished 
second with All for Us third. 

Unsinkable came into the race with 
a reputation for quality and speed-after 
a front-running debut win in April, a 
solid third in allowance company in May 
and a powerhouse flat win at Parx July 
20. Bettors responded, making him the 
favorite in a field of eight. His defection 
left Kensington Court the lone speed and 
a big threat. 

“I made it very clear that I did not want 
to be up there with [Unsinkable],” said 
Gomena. “Once all that happened with 
him, I was happy and I figured Mark could 
make the right decision. I didn’t expect 
him to be out there that far, but once he 
got in front he settled and wasn’t going 
that fast. He won at Fair Hill wire to wire, 
but he doesn’t need to be there. When 
Unsinkable was gone, why not go?” 

Bred in Kentucky by Paul Pompa Jr., 
4-year-old Kensington Court started his 
flat career with Todd Pletcher March 
2015-in a maiden race won by future 
Grade 1 winner World Approval. The 
son of Giant’s Causeway and Pompa’s 
Grade 1 winner Backseat Rhythm broke 
his maiden for $75,000 at Belmont that 
May and was fourth for a $40,000 claiming 
price at Saratoga. One start later, he won 
for $20,000 at Monmouth and was claimed 
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by trainer Derek Ryan. Gomena saw the 
Saratoga race, remembered the horse, and 
acquired him from Ryan as a hurdle pros¬ 
pect for Oakwood Stable. 

“He’s a lovely, lovely horse,” she said. 
“He’s a natural at this. It was easy to teach 
him.” 

Gomena picked up her first Saratoga 
win by shipping Kensington Court to 
Aiken, S.C., from her base in Virginia due 
to firm turf on her farm. 

“The ground is too hard, it’s terrible 
in Virginia,” she said. “I found a great 
place. Palmetto Training Center. People 
were asking me about the shipping and 
how hard it was going to be. I was sweat¬ 
ing that. He came up Friday, to Virginia, 
then got to Saratoga [Tuesday] morning. I 
didn’t want to ship straight from Aiken to 
Saratoga. That would have been too much. 
He handled it all fine.” 

So did Watts. 

PARKER, BOUCHER TEAM UP 

Pick your moment: veteran jockey’s 
first win at Saratoga or small-time owner/ 
trainer winning at Saratoga with his late 
mother’s “last hurrah” homebred. 

Don’t worry. Get Ready Set Goes deliv¬ 
ered both when she won the $75,000 Mrs. 
Ogden Phipps hurdle stakes for fillies and 
mares at Saratoga Aug. 11. Owned and 
trained in Kentucky by Hill Parker, and 
ridden by 50-year-old Richard Boucher, 
the 4-year-old filly outjumped and outran 
six foes to score by 4/2 lengths over Secret 


Reward with Willow U third. Bred in Ohio, 
Get Ready Set Goes won for the second 
time in three jump tries and collected a 
healthy $45,000 winner’s share. 

Somewhere, Frances Hill “Snowie” 
Myers was smiling. The Maryland horse¬ 
woman—a breeder, owner, trainer, pony 
clubber and Marlborough Hunt Club regu¬ 
lar-died in September 2014 but left a big 
mark on the winning filly and her owner/ 
trainer. 

“She was everything—my trainer, my 
coach, my mentor, fill in the blank and 
my mother,” said Parker while driving 
the truck and trailer back to Kentucky 
a day after the win. “This fiUy is the last 
homebred Mom had—Mom’s last hurrah 
even though she’s not here to enjoy it. 
Something teUs me she was assisting her at 
the top of the lane.” 

Get Ready Set Goes might not have 
needed it as she handled every inch of 
the 2/i6-mile race, and Saratoga’s big- 
city feel, in stride. Despite just two prior 
jump starts —and only three flat tries at 
Cincinnati’s Belterra Park before that—the 
jockey was confident. 

“The way she won at High Hope and 
the way she jumps I thought she might 
be able to handle it,” said Boucher. “She’s 
so precise. I’ve never quite had a filly be 
so confident in her jumping. I don’t do 
anything. I just see [a takeoff spot] and go 
with her. If I don’t see it, I sit perfectly stiU. 
She’s good at it.” 

Boucher, who splits time between 
Camden, S.C., and Pennsylvania/Delaware 
with a training operation steered by his 
wife Lilith, rode his first race in 1992 and 
has long been active on the flat and over 
fences. He’s won stakes in both disciplines 
and rode 122 races as recently as 2013 and 
has topped 150 mounts six times-most¬ 
ly in the Mid-Atlantic. Through 2,326 
mounts and 158 wins, however, he’d never 
succeeded at Saratoga though he came 
close with a second in the Grade 1 New 
York Turf Writers Cup of 1999. 

The Phipps win carried plenty of weight. 

“It’s one of those things,” he said. 
“When people hear what I do, they always 
say 'Have you ever ridden a winner at 
Saratoga?’ And now I have. Not that I 
want to retire or anything, but it’s very nice. 
Everyone knows it.” 

Get Ready Set Goes represents three 
generations of Myers breeding. In 1993, 
she bought broodmare Fool’s Best at the 
OBS winter mixed sale for $15,500. Mated 
with Northern Baby, known for producing 


steeplechasers. Fool’s Best produced Best 
Auntie in 1994 and a fuU-sister On My 
Toes in 1995. On My Toes made 15 flat 
starts for Myers and Parker, winning three, 
placing in a stakes and collecting $114,091. 
Just good enough, she never did run over 
jumps and joined the small broodmare 
band. Bred to Lord Avie, On My Toes 
produced one foal. Ready to Goes, in 2002. 
Like her dam, she stuck to the flat—win¬ 
ning twice and earning $77,511 before 
heading to the breeding shed. 

By Run Away and Hide, Get Ready 
Set Goes is Ready to Goes’ second foal 
and started racing in Ohio-bred company 
last May at Belterra. She finished second 
the first time, won the second and then 
finished third in open company at the 
Cincinnati track. Then Parker went jump¬ 
ing and—after Thursday—she’s won two of 
three with a second and a Saratoga stakes 
win. She has earned $80,360 in six starts. 

Myers would be overjoyed. 

“She’d have been screaming and jump¬ 
ing up and down and would have invited 
everyone she could see or find to the win¬ 
ner’s circle,” said Parker. “I did the best 
I could to be like Mom, but I just didn’t 
know that many people in Saratoga.”

The fall season begins with two races — 
the Willi am Entenmann novice hurdle 
stakes and the Grade 1 Lonesome Glory 
open hurdle stakes-at Belmont Park Sept. 
22. Two days later, the first race meet goes 
to the post with the 16th annual Races at 
Shawan Downs in Hunt Valley, Md. The 
season runs through the Colonial Cup in 
Camden, S.C., Nov. 19. . . The inaugural 
Tryon International meet in Mill Spring, 
N.C., is set for Oct. 2 and includes $150,000 
in purses at the new Tryon International 
Equestrian Center, home to major compe¬ 
titions in eventing, showing, dressage and 
more. . . Headed by the $350,000 Grand 
National, the Far Hills Races in New 
Jersey win be worth $700,000 Oct. 15. New 
Jersey legislators unanimously approved 
pari-mutuel wagering for the race meet, 
which benefits the Robert Wood Johnson 
University Hospital in Somerset, pending 
Gov. Chris Christie’s signature. . . The 
International Gold Cup Races set for Oct. 
22 will be worth $410,000 with a mixed 
card of hurdle, timber and flat races. . .

Race for redemption 

Maryland jockey Lynch lands on his feet, 
rebuilds career after issues in Engiand 


T he crowds are smaller and the tracks 
aren’t as familiar. There are no races 
uphill or downhill, and the horses 
only turn left-handed. This isn’t exactly 
the milieu Feargal Lynch envisioned for 
himself at age 38. But after more than a 


decade of turmoil, he has found that the 
grass is actually greener here. 

Maryland has become the Irish-born 
jockey’s home. In moving his tack here in 
the spring. Lynch decided to forego what 
had seemed like an inevitable return trip to 


Europe—the site of his greatest accom¬ 
plishments and his most devastating mis¬ 
takes. 

With just a few days remaining on the 
Pimlico racing calendar for 2016, Lynch— 
riding his first fuU meet at Old Hilltop— 
found himself locked in battle with peren¬ 
nial circuit riding leaders Trevor McCarthy, 
Victor Carrasco and Jevian Toledo. 

“I’m just grateful to be in the position 
I’m in,” Lynch said. “I’m delighted with the 
way things have gone.” 

Even if the journey that brought him 
to Maryland wasn’t exactly a smooth one. 

When it aU started for Lynch—more 
than 20 years ago and nearly 4,000 miles 
away—Lynch was in jocks’ rooms with rid¬ 
ers named Dettori, FaUon and Kinane. He 
was riding with the best in Europe, and 
winning. 

In those early days, it aU seemed to come 
so easily. Lynch was a champion appren¬ 
tice, riding aU over England and Ireland. In 
1996, as thousands of fans lined the infield 
and grandstand at York Racecourse in 
England, Lynch won the prestigious Ebor 
Handicap. He was just 18 years old. 

The next few years would be filled with 
more highlights for Lynch. He became a 
regular rider for the legendary Sir Michael 
Stoute. It was Stoute’s horse ClerkenweU 
aboard whom Lynch had won the Ebor. 

Lynch remembers being in awe of 
the champions that fiUed Stoute’s yard, 
including Russian Rhythm, Breeders’ 
Cup Turf-Gl winner Pilsudski (Ire), 
and $5,952,825 earner Singspiel (Ire). 
Occasionally, Lynch was given a shot to 
ride some of Stoute’s bigger prospects, 
like eventual 2000 Guineas-Gl winner 
Golan (Ire) and Epsom Derby-Gl winner 
Kris Kin. 

“It was an amazing time,” Lynch said, 
“probably the best time in my career.” 

Always watching close by was his 
brother. Cal. The two were the youngest 
of four children from a tight family in 
the Northern Irish city of Derry. Before 
moving to the United States, where he’d 
become a graded stakes-winning trainer 
and a force on the Mid-Atlantic circuit. 
Cal got to witness his brother’s ascent to 
superstardom. 

“When you’re an apprentice and win¬ 
ning graded stakes at York?” Cal asked in 
rhetorical astonishment. “His ability has 
never been in question.” 

But Lynch’s judgment did come into 
question when in 2004 he was accused 
of race fixing in England. Though he was 
later acquitted in a London criminal court. 
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Lynch would eventually confess to a role 
in the scandal, admitted to sharing inside 
information on his mounts, and to inten¬ 
tionally stopping a heavy favorite he was 
riding from winning a race. 

For his transgressions. Lynch was 
banned from riding in England and had his 
license revoked by the British Horseracing 
Authority (BHA). The biggest blow came 
to Lynch’s image, which he would spend 
the next decade working to repair. 

Unable to ride back home. Lynch joined 
his brother in the U.S. in 2008 and began 
riding at Philadelphia Park. Less than a 
year into his time there. Lynch became the 
track’s leading rider, winning 99 races from 
625 mounts and earning $2,440,913. 

Midway through the 2009 season, and 
at the height of Lynch’s resurgence, he 
was banned from riding in Pennsylvania. 
The move came on the heels of a deal 
between Lynch and the BHA that resulted 
in a £50,000 (approximately $65,000) fine 
and an agreement not to ride in Britain for 
at least another year. 

In the months and years that followed. 
Lynch raced in Spain, France, Germany, 
Dubai and even India. In 2014, nearly 
10 years after the race in which Lynch 
admitted to stopping his horse, the BHA 
reinstated the jockey’s license and he was 
granted permission to ride in England. 

“I was a boy then. I am a man now,” 
Lynch said. “I learned to be a lot more 
astute and to be a lot more aware of who 
your real friends are and not to put your¬ 
self in a bad position.” 

In a public service video produced by 
the BHA last year. Lynch spoke candidly 
about his mistakes, expressed remorse and 
discouraged others from doing what he 
did. 

“Looking back, it’s cost me everything. 
I’ve lost 10 years of my riding career that 
I’U never get back,” Lynch said in the 
video. “I’U never be able to wipe the slate 
clean and everybody will forget about it. 
It’s going to stay with me now for the rest 
of my life.” 

Lynch had long since abandoned any 
thought of hiding from his past and, in the 
eyes of his older brother Cal, Feargal had 
paid in full for the decisions he’d made. 

“He doesn’t hide from anything. He’s 
very forthright. It is what it is. It hap¬ 
pened,” Cal said. “He made a mistake. I 
don’t know anyone who isn’t willing to 
give someone a second chance.. . The guys 
who have given him a second chance have 
reaped the benefits.” 


One such person who was more than 
willing to give Lynch a chance was trainer 
Kieron Magee. Also a native of Ireland, 
Magee was alteady friends with Cal. Even 
after Feargal struggled at Gulfstream Park- 
he won just four races from 114 starts- 
Magee agreed to give the jockey a chance 
to ride some of his horses if he moved his 
tack to Maryland. 

Magee also recommended that Lynch 
link up with agent Scott Silver to better 
position himself for a move to Maryland. 
Once Silver agreed to take Lynch’s book, 
the jockey’s plans to return to Europe were 
put on hold. The decision worked out well 
for all involved, including Magee, who uti¬ 
lized Lynch to capture his second training 
title at Pimlico. 

“He has won a bunch of races for me,” 
Magee said. “He’s very good. He’s patient 
and he can come back and teU you some¬ 
thing. He knows what he’s sitting on and 
he’ll come back, and whether you like it or 
not, he’U give you his opinion. I love that. 

“He hasn’t got a lot of big barns behind 
him and to be in the run for leading rider 
with as few mounts as he’s had, in his first 
full meet here, is incredible.” 

By meet’s end. Lynch racked up 25 wins 
and $617,445 in earnings. 

Leading his Pimlico highlight reel was a 
win aboard Eyeplayeveryday in the $75,000 
Find Stakes June 25 for M and D Stable 
and trainer Bill Komlo. During the course 
of the 28-day stand. Lynch won races for 
more than a dozen trainers, including his 
brother. 

“I’m absolutely delighted that he’s taken 
off as quickly as he did,” Cal said. “Once 
he won a few races and others saw that he 
could ride, some other guys followed and 
he’s had some very good opportunities. So, 
we’re delighted for him. He was back and 
forth about going back to England, and 
when he did so well, he decided to stay. It’s 
nice to have family around.” 

And Lynch sounds like a man who is 
prepared to stick around for a while. His 
wife Pamela has made the move with him 
and they’ve since been joined in Maryland 
by the family dogs. Coming off of a break¬ 
through Pimlico meet. Lynch was eager to 
keep his momentum going during Laurel’s 
summer meet. 

“The turf track at Laurel is second-to- 
none,” he said. “I see myself staying in 
America, based in Maryland, and riding 
here for the foreseeable future. I’ve got 
everything where I want it and I’m happy 
in Maryland.” 


Lynch indicated that he had opportuni¬ 
ties to move back to England but, in addi¬ 
tion to the success he’s enjoyed in Mary¬ 
land, he decided to stay in the Mid-Atlantic 
because of the strenuous nature of travel 
for jockeys in Europe. He had grown tired 
of spending dozens of hours a week in a 
car, traveling hundreds of miles on a daily 
basis, from tracks in England to Scotland 
to Wales. 

The convenience of being based at 
one track for an extended period of time 
during a meet in Maryland, for example, is 
just one of those little things that an older 
and wiser Lynch has come to appreciate. 
He also won’t complain about the simpler 
configurations of American turf courses, 
the absence of uphill or downhill race, or 
right-hand turn races for that matter. 

“It been an easy adjustment. Having the 
experience of being aU over Europe and aU 
over the world riding at different places, it 
definitely makes you a better jockey; you 
see more things, you learn more things,” 
he said. 

For Lynch, however, the reality is that 
the lights don’t burn quite as bright as they 
once did. He hasn’t forgotten about York 
in 1996, all of those champions he once 
rode and the big crowds that were always 
there. The desire to be in the big race, on 
the big horse, persists. 

If there was any question as to whether 
Lynch stiU had it in him, he answered 
with his first North American Grade 1 
score aboard Mondialiste (Ire) in last year’s 
Woodbine Mile Stakes. He hopes to again 
ride the 6-year-old son of Galileo in this 
year’s Woodbine Mile in September for 
trainer David O’Meara. 

“The reason I rode Mondialiste was 
because of my experience in America 
before,” Lynch said. “There’s opportuni¬ 
ties with European horses coming back 
here in the [summer] and I like to think 
that the trainers I’ve ridden for and the 
people that know me back home would 
give me the leg up. It’s a good advantage 
that they don’t have to send a jockey over 
to different tracks. It’s a different style of 
riding in America. So, I could be used as a 
go-to man in America.” 

In short order. Lynch has already prov¬ 
en himself a reliable rider in Maryland. He 
has rewarded the people who have given 
him a chance to make his case, and he’s 
validated those who have stuck by him aU 
along. And if the past has taught Lynch 
anything at all, it’s that no one will have a 
greater say on where this trail of redemp¬ 
tion leads than he, himself *

Emperor Tiberius newest Pennsylvania stakes sire 



D escending from a family 
of stakes sires, Pennsyl¬ 
vania stallion Emperor 
Tiberius added his name to the 
list after his 3-year-old son 
Saratoga Jack captured Parx 
Racing’s $100,000 Crowd 
Pleaser Stakes July 23 by 5 % 
lengths. 

Making his turf debut in his 
seventh career start, Saratoga 
Jack was the 3.20-1 third-choice 
of the seven Pennsylvania- 
breds. He broke sharply and 


went right to the lead, open¬ 
ing up after the first half-mile. 
No one challenged as he drove 
home, stopping the clock in 
1:44.47 for the lVi6 miles. 

Trained by Miguel Vera for 
owner Jean Mahoney, Saratoga 
Jack was bred by Kate Gold- 
enberg and Helen Boynton. He 
is out of Thinkoutsidethebox, a 
daughter of Williamstown. 
From eight starts, Saratoga Jack 
has three wins, a second and a 
third, for earnings of $154,830. 


Emperor Tiberius, a superb¬ 
ly bred son of Storm Cat out 
of a half-sister to leading sire 
Broad Brush, has a total of 
14 foals in his first four crops. 
From four starters, he is also 
the sire of Empress Caro, a 
winner of $103,076. 

Emperor Tiberius entered 
stud for Goldenberg and Ivy 
Garfinkel at Safe Haven Equine 
in Perkasie, Pa., in 2010. The 
12 -year-old staUion was sold 
to Rich M ill er prior to the 
2015 breeding season and now 
stands at Miller’s Mountain 
Springs Farm in Shartlesville 
for $1,500 live foal. 

“I needed a stallion and was 
looking for several months, but 
I kept going back to him,” said 
MiUer. “His foals are incred¬ 
ible—I’m looking for big things 
with him.” 

Emperor Tiberius is out 
of the winning Easy Goer 
mare Retrospective and a half- 
brother to Mull of Kintyre, a 
group-winning son of Danzig 
who has sired Irish 2000 


Guineas-G1 winner Araafa 
(Ire). Retrospective is also the 
dam of graded stakes-placed 
Retroactive. 

Stakes winner Hay Patcher 
(by Hoist the Flag), Emperor 
Tiberius’ second dam, pro¬ 
duced eight winners from 
nine foals to race. Her son, 
$2,656,793-earner and four¬ 
time Grade 1 winner Broad 
Brush, was North America’s 
leading sire in 1994. Another 
son. Hay Halo, was a multiple 
stakes winner and stakes sire in 
the Mid-Atlantic region. 

Four other Hay Patcher 
daughters are stakes produc¬ 
ers, among their offspring 
Japanese millionaire Tokai 
Wild, $466,929-earner Up an 
Eighth, multiple stakes winner 
Higher Strata and stakes winner 
and stakes producer Not Likely. 

The sire family includes 
champion Capote, Exceller, 
Vaguely Hidden, Bob and John, 
American Standard, Williams¬ 
town and Baldski. 


A freshman first for Virginia sire Friend Or Foe 


T he 2-year-old fiUy Code 
Red, a chestnut daughter 
of multiple stakes winner 
Friend Or Foe, broke her maid¬ 
en first time out at Belmont 
Park July 8. Bred and cam¬ 
paigned by Chester and Mary 
Broman, Code Red is the first 
winner from four foals in the 
first crop of her sire. Friend 
Or Foe stands at Phyllis Jones’ 
Smallwood Farm in Crozet, Va. 

Trained by Mike Hushion, 
Code Red was overlooked in 
the field of nine New York- 
breds at 17-1. Breaking from 
an inside post, the fiUy ran mid¬ 
pack until being urged head¬ 
ing into the stretch. Making a 
five-wide move, she took com¬ 


mand in the final sixteenth of 
the 5y2-furlong maiden special 
weight and drew off to win by 
2 % lengths. 

The fiUy is the first foal 
out of five-time stakes win¬ 
ner Dash Dot Dash, by Put It 
Back. Broman has supported 
Friend Or Foe, his homebred 
New York-bred champion 
3-year-old male of 2010, since 
the horse entered stud in 2013. 

A son of Friends Lake, 
Friend Or Foe raced three sea¬ 
sons, won five of 10 starts, 
three stakes, finished second in 
another, and earned $349,134. 
He won from 514 furlongs to 
IVs miles and counted among 
his victories a front-running 


5-length score in the $200,000 
Empire Classic Stakes over 
Icabad Crane, and the Easy 
Goer Stakes while defeating 
millionaire Rail Trip. 

The blaze-faced chestnut 
was twice fourth in graded 
company-missing third by a 
nose in the Grade 1 Whitney, 
and finishing 3 lengths back in 
the Jim Dandy Stakes-G2. 

Out of the stakes-placed 
Unbridled mare Unbridled 
Star, Friend Or Foe is a 
half-brother to stakes-win¬ 
ning $277,800-earner Star 
Grazing and stakes-placed 
$210,544-earner Stolen Star, 
as well as to $ 199,449-earner 
Dixieland Star. 


His second dam, graded 
stakes-placed Crystal Vous, also 
produced stakes-winning Silver 
Haze, an earner of $315,200, 
and stakes winner Silence 
Dogood, and is the granddam 
of graded winner and Grade 
1-placed Rodman. 

Third dam Taisez Vous 
won nine stakes, including 
the Grade 1 La Canada and 
Santa Margarita Invitational 
Handicap. Also found in the 
family is Argentine champion 
stayer Snappy John. 

Friend Or Foe, 9, also cov¬ 
ers Warmblood mares and is a 
hunter/jumper sire. 

He stood the 2016 season 
for $500.

Law Legacy Stables stallions II Postino 
and March to Victory get first winners 


J oel Weiner’s Law Legacy 
Stables has launched the 
careers of its stallions II 
Postino and March to Victory 
as both got their first winners 
in July with runners bred by 
Law Legacy 

Postino’s Idol, a 3-year-old 
daughter of II Postino, battled 
from the start of a lVi6-mile 
turf race at Monmouth Park 
July 4 and held on to win by a 
nose. One of two foals from 
II Postino’s first crop, the filly 
is out of the stakes-placed 
Northern Idol mare Fashion 
Idol. Skip Einhorn trains the 
gray/roan filly for her breeder. 

Victory’s Dreamer, one 
of three foals from the first 
crop of March to Victory, 
recorded her maiden win at 
Charles Town July 30. Trainer 
Ronney Brown sent out the 
Law Legacy filly, the even- 
money choice in the field of 
10. Victory’s Dreamer ran wide 
early and dropped to the rail 
late to record the gutsy score 
over a sloppy track. The bay 
fiUy is out of $144,904-earner 
Chippewa Dreamer, a daughter 
of Gerosa. 

Both stallions campaigned 
for Law Legacy before retir¬ 
ing to stud in New Jersey, first 
standing at Birch Creek Farm 
in Cream Ridge before mov¬ 
ing to Colonial Farms in Colts 
Neck for the 2015 season. 

II Postino, a 10-year-old 
gray or roan son of leading 
sire Distorted Humor out of 
multiple Grade 1-placed Awful 
Smart, by Black Tie Affair (Ire), 
earned $132,924 over four sea¬ 
sons. His most successful cam¬ 
paign came at 3, when he was 
first or second in five of his 10 
starts, breaking his maiden at 1 
mile at Gulfstream Park by 1H/4 
lengths and winning back-to- 
back starts at Meadowlands that 
fall, including a l/i6-mile starter 


handicap by a frontrunning 4 
lengths. He also took a 1-mile 
turf allowance at Monmouth 
Park the following spring. 

II Postino is a half-broth¬ 
er to Awfully Smart, win¬ 
ner of the Leonard Richards 
Stakes-G3 and Stymie Stakes, 
with earnings of $494,305, 
and $404,108-earner Tastefully 
Smart, who set a 1 Vi 6-mile 
course record of 1:39.82 at 
Monmouth Park in 2009. 

March to Victory, now 12, 
is a multiple stakes-placed 
son of longtime successful 
sire Dixieland Band. Over six 
seasons he recorded five wins 


from 23 starts, and was second 
or third in seven others while 
earning $199,993. He won his 
first start at 2, a Belmont Park 
maiden special weight at a mile 
on the turf, and at 4 stretched 
out to win at 1% miles in 
allowance company over the 
Belmont turf course. 

In back-to-back starts dur¬ 
ing his 6-year-old season, 
March to Victory finished third 
in the Golden Bear Stakes at 
Indiana Downs and third in 
Colonial Downs’ Kitten’s Joy. 

March to Victory is out of 
Frayne, a full-sister to graded 
stakes winner Wandering Star, 


the dam of Group 1-winning 
2-year-old War Command and 
group winner Naval Officer. 

Frayne is closely related to 
top sire Silver Hawk, a son of 
Roberto. By Red Ransom (by 
Roberto), Frayne is out of Silver 
Hawk’s half-sister. Beautiful 
Bedouin. Silver Hawk, a group 
winner who placed in the Irish 
Sweeps Derby-Gl and Epsom 
Derby-Gl, sired 71 stakes win¬ 
ners, including such champi¬ 
ons as Benny the Dip, Grass 
Wonder and Mutafaweq. 

Both Law Legacy stallions 
stood the 2016 season for 
$ 1 , 000 .

Talking shop with new 
MHBA president Willie White 

By Joe Clancy 


Robert ''Willie" White 
used to buy the VHS tapes of 
his horses' defeats. Before that, 
he peppered his trainer Ham 
Smith with so many questions 
at the barn that Smith would 
hand White a shank and make 
him a hotwalker. Before that. 
White and his friends would 
sneak into the Washington, 
D.C., International Day rac¬ 
es at Laurel Park. And before 
that, he would ask his mom to 
drive past Laurel on the way 
home from the grocery store 
so he could see the horses. 

Now, 26 years after becom¬ 
ing an owner. White is presi¬ 
dent of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association. 

He takes over from Josh 
Pons, whose term ended in 
May, and hopes to continue 
the recent growth and pros¬ 
perity of the Thoroughbred in 
Maryland. 

"It was never on my mind," 
he said of becoming president. 
'But I'm going to work hard at 
it. I'm going to try very hard 
to be successful at it. There's 
a significant responsibility to 
the right stuff that's already 
here. I did it because we do 
have a great team and a great 
product." 

The Clarksville resident, 
owner of Mid-Atlantic Door 
Group and a partner with 
Lou Rehak and Bob Orndorff 
in the Skeedattle Associates 



owner/breeder group, talked 
with editor Joe Clancy about 
the new post. 

How did you get here? 

"A buddy of mine [Rehak] 
called and said there were 
two halves of two horses 
available. Ham Smith had 
them for sale because one 
of his owners had passed 
away. That was 26 years ago 
(they bought two quarters 
instead of two halves) and 
we thought it was a good 
way to learn and become 
part of the industry. Since 
then it's grown to something 


my family's been involved in 
and my friends and partners 
and I have traveled, seen and 
learned about the industry. I 
don't know of anything else 
you can do as a family and 
have the kind of fun that we 
have." 

How did Skeedattle 
Associates come to be? 

"We added Bob Orndorff, 
our third partner, and our 
first horse was Seattle Skee¬ 
dattle. Because of her it was 
Skeedattle Associates and it's 
been that (or variations on 
the theme) ever since. We've 
probably owned 200 hors¬ 
es (headed by the likes of 
Gin Talking, Dixie Talking, 
Done Talking, Mr O'Brien 
(Ire), Jack's in the Deck, Touch 
Love and others). 

As an owner, what 
are your favorite 
memories? 

"We've been to the Breed¬ 
ers' Cup, the Arlington Mil¬ 
lion, we've run a horse in the 
Kentucky Derby. We won the 
Dixie at home in Maryland. 
We won the Schuylerville at 
Saratoga. When you get a cou¬ 
ple of those experiences it re¬ 
ally churns your blood. At the 
same time, I can name some 
claiming races we won that 
were just as much fun because 
it was the right group. Every

picture I have on my walls of 
Gin Talking, the crowd was 
so big we could not fit in the 
winner's circle. When any of 
my friends saw Gin Talking 
running, they came to the 
track." 

How can your 
experience be an 
example for others? 

"We've had so much fun, 
you wish everybody could 
have that experience. I don't 
know of anything else you 
can do as a family and have 
the kind of fun that we have. 
My grandkids can't wait to go 
to the track. It's a great sport 
you can share with people at 
any age. One win picture we 
have has an 87-year-old and a 
six-month-old in it." 

What is the role 
of the MHB A in 
terms of promoting 
Thoroughbred 
breeding and owning? 

"Our board's responsibility 
is to do everything we can do 


to support and enhance the 
breeding farms in the state 
of Maryland. We're going 
to do all we can do to justify 
the money the state gives us 
(from slot machine revenue) 
and work to spend it the right 
way. We have a great bonus 
program and a great sense 
how to breed a good horse 
and raise a good horse, but 
we have to find a way to get 
people interested in doing it 
even though they might not 
have grown up with horses or 
have experienced it before. To 
convince someone that a race¬ 
horse is the best place to put 
your money is difficult. It's 
expensive, so you've got to 
make it fun and make it some¬ 
thing people want to do." 

Do the recent 
improvements at the 
Maryland Jockey Club 
racetracks help? 

"Definitely. If you look 
at the racetrack and what 
they're doing and how they're 
spending money and how just 


changing that experience is 
filling the racetrack back up. 
I don't remember since I've 
been in the business ever hav¬ 
ing the cooperation between 
Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association, the 
Maryland Horse Breeders As¬ 
sociation and the Maryland 
Jockey Club. You go to a meet¬ 
ing now and all three groups 
are in the room and they real¬ 
ly are trying to figure out the 
best way to get it done rather 
than just trying to protect 
their own house." 

Much has been 
made about the 
increased incentives 
for Maryland-breds 
in place now. How 
important are they 
and how do you keep 
them? 

"All of the progress we've 
made is because everybody 
went in the room and said 
they would work for the bet¬ 
terment of the industry and 
not just their own area. As 


long as we can keep that 
teamwork in place we are all 
going to succeed. I think the 
people in Annapolis recog¬ 
nize there's a lot more cohe¬ 
sive effort within our indus¬ 
try than there was. But all the 
bonus money in the world 
doesn't mean we're going 
to be successful. We have to 
learn from everything that's 
happened here and in the oth¬ 
er states. We have to do the 
work." 

What are you looking 
forward to? 

"We've got a big year ahead 
of us. Dealing with the chal¬ 
lenges of success can be as 
challenging as dealing with 
tough times. I'm a very com¬ 
mitted person to continuity. If 
people buy or breed a horse, 
they're told this is what you 
get. I want to keep that. I want 
to make sure it's as successful 
as it can be. It's not like I have 
to do this thing by myself. I 
try to learn from all the good 
people with me or around 
me." ^

In New Jersey, where the horse is the state animal, the equine industry is invaluable as a 
major factor for improving the quality of life for New Jersey residents by preserving open space, 
providing outdoor sport and recreation, building a solid foundation for youth development, and 
providing mental and physical therapy to adjudicated youth and handicapped persons. 

The New Jersey equine industry, valued at $4 billion, produces an economic impact of $1.1 
billion comprised of the $278.2 million spent annually for racing-related operations, not including 
racetracks; $262.4 million spent annually by non-racing operations, $117.8 million spent annually 
by equine owners without operations, $502 million spent annually by New Jersey racetracks. 

The industry employs approximately 13,000 persons and generates $160 million in tax revenue, 
annually. Horses are found on 7,200 facilities on 176,000 acres in every county statewide. (The 
New Jersey Equine Industry: 2007 Economic Impact, Rutgers Equine Science Center). 

Horse racing and the horse industry are essential to the well-being of New Jersey in many ways. 
There exists a delicate balance between the future of horse racing, the preservation of the New 
Jersey equine industry and the importance of the equine industry to traditional agricultural, open 
space and quality of life for the residents of the state. 

Why should non-racing equine interests care about racing’s future? 

Racing is not the only equine discipline that will lose if New Jersey racing does not receive the 
“shot in the arm” it so desperately needs, by expanding casino gaming outside of Atlantic City.

The New Jersey Equine Advisory Boards (EAB) annual budget to support the Horse Park of 
New Jersey and the sport and recreation segments of the horse industry, predominantly, including 
4-H Youth Development programs is correlated to a percentage of the pari-mutuel handle from 
racing. The EAB annual budget which was $498,000 in 1990 declined to a new low of $162,500 in 
2015. This budget will disappear if racing is not saved in New Jersey. 

The “top shelf” level of services New Jersey horse enthusiasts have come to expect such as 
equine veterinary clinics and feed and supply stores are at risk, because, while they are frequented 
and supported by sport horse competition and recreational users, a predominant economic flow 
to these entities is from the racing industry. 
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The entire infrastructure supporting ALL segments of the 
horse industry is in jeopardy. 

The racing industry was there to support the development 
of the Horse Park of New Jersey, which exists primarily for 
non-racing interests. It is time for the entire industry to rally 
around once and for all to let the public and the legislature 
know that the future of horse racing in New Jersey will impact 


horse owners of every breed and discipline; as it will open 
space, traditional agricultural production and quality of life.

Green Gratto wins Hockessin Stakes 
at Delaware Park 



A week after he tired to finish fifth in the Belmont Sprint 
Championship Stakes-G3, Green Gratto turned in a gutsy 
performance to outbattle Big Guy Ian in the $50,000 Hockessin 
Stakes. 

Green Gratto prompted the early pace inside Big Guy Ian 
through fractions of :22.16 and :44.95 before inching away in 
the stretch to win the 6-furlong race by three-quarters of a 
length. He was timed in 1:10.82. 

Trainer Gaston Grant supplemented Green Gratto to the 
Hockessin on entry day. 

“He was acting like he wasn’t tired,” Grant said. “He’s a 
durable horse. This is his 45th start. It’s all the animal. It’s not

Green Gratto, ridden by Jose Ortiz, paid $5 as the favorite in 
the six-horse field. 

Bred in New Jersey by Kaz Hill Earm, Green Gratto has 
career earnings of $733,038. 



Rainbow Heir returns 
to the winner’s circle 
in Wolf Hill Stakes 


N ew Earm homebred Rainbow Heir began his 6-year-old 
season looking as good as ever, winning the off-the-turf 
Wolf Hill Stakes July 10 at Monmouth Park by Tk lengths. 

Unraced since a last-place finish Dec. 26 at Laurel Park, 
Rainbow Heir moved up to take a clear early lead in the 
5y2-furlong Wolf Hill under jockey Antonio Gallardo. The son 
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of Wildcat Heir out of the Prospectors Gamble mare Rainbow 
Pride increased his advantage on the far turn while in hand, 
and then continued to move away from the field in the stretch 
with Gallardo sitting still for much of the final furlong. 

“He went very fast but he did it like a gallop,” Gallardo said. 
“I never asked for anything.” 

After the race, trainer Jason Servis said he had been looking 
forward to running Rainbow Heir on turf, “but a win is a 
win.” If Rainbow Heir had done well on turf, Servis said he 


had been considering the Grade 3 Turf Monster at Parx and 
the Breeders’ Cup Turf Sprint-G1 at Santa Anita as possible 
upcoming races. 

The 2014 New Jersey-bred Horse of the Year won for 
the ninth time in 20 starts and earned $47,880 including an 
additional $13,680 as a 40% bonus for any New Jersey-bred 
horse that finishes first through third in any open company 
race run at Monmouth Park. Rainbow Heir has career earnings 
of $436,590. 


Holly Crest Farms, John Mazza 
celebrate golden anniversary

W hen famed New Jersey trainer Joe Kulina retired in the 
mid-’60s, owner Vinnie Annarella decided to give his 
young assistant John Mazza a shot. It didn’t seem like the job 
could possibly amount to much. Mazza recalls that Annarella 
had just two horses at the time and there’s not a trainer alive 
who is happy with a two-horse stable. 

How long could this relationship possiby last? The answer 
is 50 years. 

They’re the longest running show in New Jersey racing. 
Mazza and Annarella, who operates Holly Crest Farm, which 
is located in Locust, N.J., have weathered every storm - not 
that there have been many. 

“We get along great,” said Mazza, who, like Annarella is 79. 
“Sometimes he wants to do things differently and that’s OK 
with me. We’re friends. I’m honest with him and he’s honest 
with me and that means a lot. I respect Vinnie and he respects 
me and my ability to train and do things right by his outfit and 
his horses. That’s why we’ve lasted so long. We’re honest with 
each other.” 

“Why have we been together so long? I guess its just 
loyalty,” Annarella said. “He’s not doing the running, the 
horses are. I am sure we’ve had time where we don’t see eye 
to eye, but we are able to discuss things and keep them from 
turning into a bitter situation.” 

Annarella owns Shore Point Distributing Company, which 
is located in Freehold. He is a beer distributor for eight 
counties and his products include Sam Adams, Corona, Coors, 
Yuengling and a number of craft beers. The company was 
founded in 1933 by his father. 


When Mazza, who began working for Kulina when he 
was 13 years old, took over the Holly Crest operation in 
1966 Jersey racing was flourishing. There were three major 
tracks - Monmouth, Atlantic City and Garden State - and a 
season that stretched for some eight or nine months. During 
its heyday. Holly Crest had as many as 140 horses - at least 
when you include racehorses, broodmares, yearlings and 
weanlings. Mazza said they are now down to 41. Like everyone 
else in New Jersey racing, Mazza said he is hoping for the 
legalization of sports betting at the tracks and/or a casino. 
Should that shot in the arm come he can see expanding the 
Holly Crest operation. 

Annarella always set reasonably modest goals for himself 
Of course, he wanted to win the Kentucky Derby or the 
Haskell, but he also wanted to have a stable full of capable 
Jersey-bred horses that he could watch and enjoy at his own 
tracks. 

Annarella isn’t in this to make money. Rather, it’s all about 
the enjoyment of racing and the love of the horse. 

“We haven’t really made a lot of money,” he said. “It 
costs me money every year. If you want to include the farm 
expenses, the cost of raising the horses... it’s not just the 
racetrack expenses, that’s just one part of it. You have babies, 
you have yearlings, broodmares, foals. Someone has to pay for 
that. I do it because I like it.” 

Along the way Mazza and Holly Crest have had quite a 
few highlights. They won the first ever Thoroughbred race at 
the Meadowlands in 1977 with Play the Palace, three stakes 
with Capture the Gold in 1997, and three stakes with Carrots 
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Only, including the 2007 Charles Hesse Jersey Breeders 
Handicap. Mazza, one of the true good guys in the game, was 
the recipient of the 2012 Virgil “Buddy” Raines Distinguished 
Achievement Award. 

Mazza has also had success for outside clients, winning the 
Grade 1 Hopeful at Saratoga with Great Navigator in 1992 and 
the Grade 2 Sorority in 1988 with Divine Answer. 

He says Annarella is understanding about him taking on 
the occasional horse for other clients. Currently, the only other 
person Mazza will train for is Mac Nichol, a Standardbred 
owner who happens to be Mazzas next door neighbor when 
he winters in Florida. He paid $150,000 for Madefromlucky 
for Nichol and later sold him for $1 million. He also bought 


Nichol an Uncle Mo colt named Sea Wizard who broke his 
maiden at Gulfstream. Mazza said he’s turned down $1 million 
for him. 

“Despite how much money he could make, Mac is having 
too much fun with this horse to sell him,” Mazza said. 

In the meantime, both Mazza and Annarella hope to keep 
Holy Crest going for as long as possible, though Annarella says 
he’d like to cut back on the numbers they have. He says he’s not 
sure if his children will keep the farm going when he passes 
away. 

“Why do I keep doing this? I love horses - they are my 
passion,” Mazza said. “Like everyone else. I’m always looking 
for a good horse.”

bred and owned by Elizabeth Muirhead) 
broke her maiden at Delaware Park June 
29 at a distance of about 5 furlongs on 
the turf. The 3-year-old filly quickly went 
to the front and showed the way, drew 
clear in the stretch under a brisk hand 
ride and was clearly the best of the field 
when winning by 5 lengths.

3-year-old gelding ran close inside the 


opening turn, went four wide, took the 
lead midway on the far turn, dueled mid¬ 
stretch and was caught at the wire. 
Owned by Clinton Lowry. 

WINSOME GOLD-maiden claiming, 
U/i6 miles, Charles Town, July 8. The 
3-year-old gelding settled off the pace, 
gained steadily through the backstretch, 
bid at the three-eighths pole, ran wide 
and dueled down the lane for second best. 
Owned by Clinton Lowery. 

MARYLAND BIRD-maiden claiming, 
U/i6 miles, turf. Laurel Park, July 9. Mak¬ 
ing her second start, the 3-year-old filly 
raced two wide into the first turn, circled 
the far turn three deep and rallied in the 
lane. Owned by James Jones in a Country 
Life Farm partnership. 

STEPSUN-allowance, 1 mile, Albu¬ 
querque, July 9. The 4-year-old gelding 
raced unhurried after the break, circled 
wide midway into the second turn and 
closed in the stretch. Two weeks earlier 
he was third going 7 furlongs over the 
same track.

Deanna Manfredi- 
From Reality TV to Reality

with, Sharp as a Fox, became one of her foundation 
broodmares. 

The fortuitous timing of the reality show fell in line 
with other convenient circumstances: first, the farm 
next to Manfredi’s parents went up for sale in 2003, 
and in 2007, Pennsylvania passed legislation that 
helped breeders in the state by setting aside additional 
revenue from slots for Pennsylvania-breds. This series 
of events paved the way for Manfredi to succeed in the 
state breeding program. “All of the timing just fell into 
place,” she said. 

Manfredi named her new farm Ascoli Piceno Farm, 
after the Italian town Ascoli Piceno where her maternal 
grandfather and paternal grandmother were born. 
Sharp as a Fox won her first start for Manfredi, break¬ 
ing her maiden at Pimlico by 8% lengths. She went 
on to win four more starts, finished fourth in Pimlico’s 
Skipat Stakes, and retired to produce two winners from 
two foals to race. They eventually earned $166,536. 

Manfredi’s best horse to date is homebred Je Suis 
Enchantee, a Pennsylvania-bred by Leroidesanimaux 
(Brz) out of the Stormy Atlantic mare Stormy Rosa. “I’d 
been breeding the mare locally, but thought I’d give 
her a shot with a Kentucky stallion,” Manfredi said. 


Even as she estab¬ 
lished a career in medical 
marketing research, 
Deanna Manfredi always 
knew she would ultimately 
buy a Thoroughbred farm. 
Having grown up on her 
parents’ breeding farm, the 
thought of not pursuing the 
sport never even entered 
her mind. 


“It was in the back of 
my head,” Manfredi said. “I 
knew I would get my own 
horses and my own farm 
one day.” 


Eate intervened and 
granted her an unusual path to ownership when 
Manfredi was cast in a horse racing reality show, 
American Dream Derby. The Game Show Network’s 
contest threw 12 people with varying degrees of 
horse knowledge together; some of the participants 
had never even touched a horse before. The show 
was shot out of Santa Anita Park in California in 
October and November 2004, with a live finale airing 
in Eebruary 2005. 


Manfredi quietly waded through the show, trying 
her best not to make enemies while still surviving 
week to week. On the date of the finale she selected 
a horse named Avenueofknowledge, who romped 
home by 4 lengths to win the “American Dream 
Derby”, a $40,000 allowance event. 

Although the advertised prize was $250,000 and 
eight Thoroughbreds, Manfredi shocked producers 
by agreeing to take the horses. The showrunners 
had expected the winner to sell the horses back 
to the network while keeping the cash. “I had just 
purchased my farm and wanted the horses shipped 
to Pennsylvania,” Manfredi recalled. “They had to 
pay for the shipments, and they weren’t happy.” One

“Less than two months after she foaled, Animal 
Kingdom won the Kentucky Derby.” 

Manfredi’s new foal was small, but with a 
genetic half-brother having just won the Derby, 
Manfredi’s hopes were high. “Enchantee was on 
the small side but smart and built like a colt,” she 
recalled. “She showed some talent, but had some 
problems.” 

Je Suis Enchantee ran fourth in her 2014 
debut, then third in the $75,000 Donna Ereyer 
Stakes as a maiden. She won in her third start, by 
3% lengths despite ducking in at the start. After 
winning an allowance prep, Je Suis Enchantee 
went postward in the $100,000 Penn Oaks at 
Penn National. 

“It was the inaugural running, and she was 
28-1,” Manfredi recalled. “Graham Motion and 
Todd Pletcher had horses in there. She took the 
lead and battled the whole way, but at the wire she 
was second by a head despite spotting the winner 
four pounds. It was the most exciting race I had in 
a long time.” 

After she amassed two wins, three sec¬ 
onds and four thirds in 21 starts for earnings of 
$104,065, Je Suis Enchantee retired to live on 


Manfredi’s farm. She is four months in foal to 
Seville (Ger). 

With around 30 horses currently in her name 
and a thriving breed-to-race program on top of her 
regular job as a freelance consultant in new drug 
launches, Manfredi has plenty on her plate but 
chooses not to stop there. She is also a Pennsylva¬ 
nia Horse Breeders Association board member and 
is a champion for making minor changes to the 
breeder awards program. 

“One side effect to all this purse and bonus 
money is claiming,” she said. “My dad raced 
horses in the ’70s when there were no incentives 
and the purses were low. No one claimed those 
horses, and you could take your homebreds to 
Penn National and run them until they were 9. 
That’s impossible now, because if I run a horse in a 
claiming race with that ‘PA next to their name, [the 
buyers] love them. What can we do for breeders 
such as myself with emotional connection to these 
horses?” 

Some ideas that she has are to “allocate the 
bonus money differently, or give the breeder a 
choice to opt out. Or you can enhance the breeder 
incentive, which would make my horse unattractive 


as a claim. I don’t see the downside to that, and 
it’s what ultimately could be done, otherwise a seg¬ 
ment of the breeders will be lost. I’m not having as 
much fun as my dad had, because I’m a hobbyist. 
But I understand that people are sitting around 
making their living off these horses. I have my own 
job and profession, and use my excess cash to 
have fun with the horses.” 

Repossessing her homebred horses that may 
have been claimed to live out their days on her 
farm is particularly important to Manfredi. “I have 
nine pasture pets that I was able to get back,” she 
said. “That’s always a big challenge. What can 
we do to make people more responsible? Should 
they have to write the breeder a letter with status 
updates?” 

One of those pasture pets is Avenueofknowl- 
edge, the American Dream Derby winner. “He’s a 
babysitter now,” she said. 

While she likes thinking outside the box and 
presenting new ideas, Manfredi doesn’t think of it 
as rocking the boat. “There’s nothing wrong with 
wanting to be a catalyst for positive change,” she 
said. “I’m not going anywhere, as I’m very happy 
with my Pennsylvania farm.”

A long with many maiden special 
weight and allowance winners 
between June 21 and July 20, 

South Carolina training center graduates 
accounted for nine stakes wins. 

Veteran Two Notch Road put in a 
strong run through the stretch to win 
the White Oak Farm Stakes by a neck 
June 25 at Pimlico. The 9-year-old 
gelding, who winters in Aiken, has 31 
career starts for trainer Glenn Thompson 
and earnings over $400,000. 

On the same program. Rose Brier, 
a graduate of Goree Smith’s Elloree 
Training Center program, garnered 
his 13 th career victory in winning the 
Edward P. Evans Stakes. He has finished 
in the top three in 28 of 34 career starts. 

Across the country the same day, at 
the Oak Tree at Pleasanton meet. Bronze 
Star went wire-to-wire capturing the 
Oak Tree Handicap. He came up under 
Webb Carroll and Travis Durr’s program 
at the Webb Carroll Training Center in 
St. Matthews. 

Love That Jazz made it two wins in 
a row also going wire-to-wire in the 
Ontario County Stakes for 3-year-olds 
at Finger Lakes June 27. He spent the 
winter of his yearling/2-year-old year in 
St. Matthews. 

Spelling Again earned a “Win and 
You’re In” ticket to the Breeders’ Cup 
Filly & Mare Sprint at Santa Anita 
this November by taking the Princess 
Rooney Stakes-G2 at Gulfstream Park 
July 2. Spelling Again, representing 
the Carroll/Durr program, was fourth 
early, took the lead in the stretch, then 
dug in gamely to win by a neck going 7 
furlongs.

19 Virginia-Bred Owners Score A Juiy Bonus Courtesy Of New 

VTA/HBPA incentive Program

Over $77,000 in bonus 
monies were awarded to 19 
owners of Virginia-bred or 
sired horses that won an 
overnight race in the month 
of July at pari-mutuel tracks 
in the Mid-Atlantic region. 

The new incentive program, 
sponsored by the Virginia 
HBPA and VTA, began July 
1st and rewards owners a 
25% bonus on top of purse 
winnings for victories in 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, West 
Virginia, Delaware, New York 
and New Jersey. 

The largest single award in 
the first month was $10,000 
and went to the ownership 
group of highly regarded 
Sticksstatelydude, who won 
honors as top Virginia-Bred 
2 Year Old Colt in 2015. He 
captured his second career 
victory July 15th in a $77,000 
allowance race at Belmont. The 
First Dude colt, who stumbled 
at the start but recovered 
quickly enough to still go gate 
to wire, won the mile race 
by 3 3/4 lengths in 1:34.04. 
Trained by Kiaran McLaughlin 
and ridden by Joel Rosario, 
Sticksstatelydude has now 
earned $138,400 from just five 
starts. Out of the Gilded Time 
mare, Placerita, he was bred by 
Canyon Lake Thoroughbreds. 


Virginia-sired Code 
Red, earned a $9,000 bonus for owner/ 
breeder Chester Broman & Mary Broman 
by winning a $60,000 maiden special 
weight race at Belmont July 8th in her first 
lifetime outing. The 2 year old filly was 
foaled in New York and is by Friend Or 
Foe out of Dash Dot Dash by Put It Back. 
She trailed by six lengths through 3/8ths, 
moved to within a length at the top of the 
stretch, angled five wide in the lane and 
won by 2 3/4 lengths in 1:05.90. Code Red 
paid $36.60 for the upset score over eight 
other two year olds. 


Third largest July bonus of $6,412 went 
to Mark Lapidus LLC s Service for Ten, 
who captured a $45,000 allowance optional 
claiming race July 24th at Laurel with a last 
to first second half. The 7 year old Service 
Stripe gelding, bred by Mr. & Mrs. Sidney 
Cox, competed against six others at the 
six furlong distance. The upset winner was 
last at the half but came outside in the 
stretch, gained the lead with l/16th to go 
and crossed four lengths ahead of Struth 
in 1:10.65. Out of the Wild Zone mare. 
Tenacious Cheryl, Service for Ten paid 


$25.60. After going more 
than two years without 
a win, he has won two 
straight and bankrolled 
$416,645. 

Available’s win July 
10th at Laurel gave owner, 
trainer and breeder 
Suzanne Dempsey a $5,985 
bonus. The beneficiary of a 
disqualification. Available 
finished a head behind 
original winner Thirteenth 
Avenue, but got placed first 
after a stewards review. 

The 7 year old Bop gelding 
ran second throughout the 
$42,000 allowance sprint 
but was bumped in mid¬ 
stretch and moved up as a 
result, gaining his first win 
of 2016 and second career 
triumph. He is out of the 
Star Trace mare, Morelias 
Star, and has now earned 
$123,556. 

Rounding out the top 
five was Tough Weather 
who stayed hot by winning 
for the fourth time in her 
last five starts. Bred by Sam 
English II and trained by 
Scott Lake, the 5 year old 
j daughter of Wisemans 
I Ferry beat four other 
foes in the six furlong, 
$36,000 allowance optional 
claiming race at Delaware 
Park. Tough Weather went 
gate to wire and crossed in 1:11.32 as the 
heavy betting choice. The victor, out of the 
Montreal Red mare. Soft Weather, has 7 
wins, a second and a third in ten starts this 
year alone, good for $90,420 in earnings. 
The win gave owner Thomas Reynolds a 
$5,400 bonus. 

Other July Virginia-bred and sired 
winners who provided their owners 
with a bonus included Picked ($4,050),

Virginia Thoroughbred Association 
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Guardians at the Gate

A s we trend closer to the 
Presidential election and 
the battlefield appears fixed 
between a conventional male 
candidate and potentially our first 
female President I speculate that 
we have moved far beyond the 
time-honored image of a 1950s 
housewife. Obviously women are 
individually and collectively bridging 
the gender gap, as they pursue 
maverick careers and jobs once 
thought only attainable by men. 

Women are boldly going where 
no woman has gone before, as 
the bonds of archaic stereotypes 
no longer restrain their desire for 
equality. Anyone who regularly 
attends the races is aware of the 
starting gate, but seldom do patrons 
gain access to the internal fellowship 
of this group, survey the bruises that 
define this occupation or witness 
members of the opposite sex. 

Sitting in a box seat at the track or 
watching on a television screen from 
the comfort of the dining room, few 
realize the day-to-day challenges of 
the gate crew.

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At times, this job may appear 
effortiess, aimost taken for granted, 
untii a horse you've wagered on 
breaks tardiiy or the announcer 
shouts, "Number two is deiaying the 
start." 

At tracks simiiar to Charies Town, 
most assistant starters work a spiit- 
shift.They provide resources and 
lend an extra pair of hands to aid 
exercise riders and jockeys during 
morning trials as horses receive 
rudimentary schooling and refined 
educational opportunities. 

On race nights, starters call 
on their cognitive powers of 
recollection as they ascertain 
which runners need special care, 
a watchful eye or perhaps a lighter 
touch. Patience is the key, but when 
1,000 pounds of fury is unleashed, 
nerves of steel are required. Horses 
generally are loaded one-by-one 
into the massive steel structure, as 
assistants use verbal and non-verbal 
communication simultaneously. 

In the words of head starter 
Francis DiAmario,"lt is like climbing 
into a phone booth with a grizzly 
bear." 

Split-second reflexes are required 
while the safety of horse and 
rider is of paramount importance. 
The majority of racehorses are 
not inclined to venture into such 
confined conditions that exist at the 
gate, but subtle coaxing and cool 
heads generally prevail. Success is 
easily traced back to those men 
and women lending ground support. 

Over the years, Charles Town has 
seen numerous trailblazers in the 
industry. Names like Sylvia Bishop 
(first licensed African-American 
female trainer in the United States) 
and Barbara Jo Rubin (first female to 
win a licensed Thoroughbred pari¬ 
mutuel race) are at the forefront. 


Nowadays, it is ladies like 
Stephanie Sills and Heather Jones 
who seek to add their names to this 
innovative list. 

Sills, 26, grew up in Vermont, rarely 
perceived as a popular stronghold 
for Thoroughbred racing, but an 
occasional sojourn to Saratoga as 
a young girl surely helped stimulate 
the equine attraction she nurtures 
today. 

"I love horses and have been 
three-day eventing since I was 12 or 
13.1 was probably 5 when I initially 
realized horses would play a major 
role in my adult life. 

"Watching the races at Saratoga 
also gave me thoughts of being a 
jockey, but height concerns quickly 
put an end to that dream." 

Stephanie eventually moved 
within close proximity to Charles 
Town where she has spent the last 
five years as a part-time assistant 
starter. 

"My life is quite full. During my 
tenure at the racetrack I have also 
been a 911 dispatcher for the City of 
Winchester and now work as a full¬ 
time police officer. 

"As a member of the Vermont 
National Guard, I plan on taking a 
leave of absence soon, as my unit is 
scheduled to be deployed this fall; 
probably to the Middle East." 

Stephanie expressed the pure joy 
of being involved with horses on a 
nightly basis. 

"I love watching the races from 
one of the most unique vantage 
points available. The guys I work with 
are great and not to simplify my 
status; but in the end it all comes 
down to just leading a horse in the 
right direction." 

Jones, 24, has only been a 
member of the Charles Town gate 
crew for one month, however the 


stories she recites could furnish a 
ledger with inexhaustible memories. 

"I was born in Havre do Grace. 
Md., and raised in Gerrardstown, 
W.Va." 

Heather always had a passion for 
horses, but it was after her teen years 
that involvement intensified. 

"In 2011,1 enrolled in Wilson 
College, where I took up Accounting 
and Equine Management. With 
mounting financial responsibilities, 

I soon applied for a position on 
the Hollywood Casino website. The 
description for the assistant starters 
job was vague, however I have 
always wanted to work in some 
capacity with racehorses; so the 
interview process began. I met Fran 
(DiAmario), the guys on the gate, 
and after a week of soul-searching 
accepted the job." 

Heather said the first few days 
were intimidating because the bulk 
of her new comrades had spent 
years working with horses in various 
degrees. 

"Even though I am lacking their 
experience, I'm treated as an equal. 
Every day is an adrenaline rush, as 
you prepare for that one moment 
guaranteed to happen: it is not if a 
horse is going to act up, it is when!" 

Jones just received her 30-day 
review, and head starter DiAmario 
noted in the comment section of 
the report that he had extreme 
confidence in her ability to do the 
job. 

This article is dedicated to the 
memory of longtime assistant starter 
Dean Heck, who passed away 
suddenly at the age of 49. 

His steadfast loyalty to his job and 
the jockeys he faithfully served will 
never be forgotten. They still refer to 
him as their guardian angel.

Fall Championship Season soars 
to record $2.58-million purses 



The National Steeplechase Association’s Fall 
Championship Season kicks off later this month, 
and what a season it will be. The schedule of 14 
race meets between September and November 
features record purses of $2,580,000. 

That’s an increase of more than $300,000 over 
record NS A purses last fall and includes a new race 
meet, the Tryon International Equestrian Center 
Races in Mill Spring, N.C. The inaugural running 
will be Sunday, Oct. 2, and is scheduled to offer 
$150,000 in purses. 

A sizable portion of the fall increase is pro¬ 
vided by the Far Hills Race Association, which 
will offer $700,000 in purses, a $100,000 boost 
over last year. Highlighting the Oct. 15 event is 
the $350,000 Grand National (Gr. 1), the richest 
race on the NSA schedule and boasting a $50,000 
increase above the 2015 record level. 

The New Jersey meet also will add $25,000 
to the Gladstone for three-year-olds as well as 
boosting the purses of the Sport of Kings maiden 
hurdle and the Ratings Handicap. Far Hills’ sec¬ 
ondary feature, the Foxbrook Champion Hurdle for 
novices, remains at $ 100,000 for its 2016 renewal. 

The International Gold Cup meet in The Plains, 
Va., a week later on Oct. 22, will offer $410,000 in 
pursesand will again offer pari-mutuel wagering. 
The International Gold Cup will carry a $90,000 
purse, a $15,000 increase over last year, and is the 
fall’s richest timber race. 

Also in the program is the $75,000 David L. 
“Zeke” Ferguson Memorial, which receives a 
$25,000 purse increase and a boost to Grade 2 
status. 

The Marion duPont Scott Colonial Cup on Nov. 
19 closes out the season, and the Camden, S.C., 
meet often decides one or more championships. 
Last year, the Marion duPont Scott Colonial Cup 


(Gr. 1), won by Irv Naylor’s Dawalan, decided 
the earnings title and ultimately the Eclipse Award 
for 2015. 

The Colonial Cup meet will increase its purses 
by $60,000 this year, with most of the increase 
going into the Colonial Cup itself, which will of¬ 
fer a $150,000 purse, up from $100,000 in 2015. 

The Fall Championship Season begins Thurs¬ 
day, Sept. 22, at Belmont Park for two stakes 


races, the $150,000 Lonesome Glory Handicap 
(Gr. 1) and the $75,000 William Entenmann Me¬ 
morial Novice Stakes. Two days later, the action 
shifts to Maryland for the Shawan Downs meet on 
Saturday, Sept. 24, and the following afternoon is 
the Foxfield Fall meet in Charlottesville. 

The Tryon meet will feature a $35,000 allow¬ 
ance hurdle and a $30,000 Ratings Handicap for 
its inaugural running. 

















monstrative, whose distinguished seven-year 
racing career over fences yielded an Eclipse 
Award in 2014 and National Steeplechase As¬ 
sociation purses exceeding $900,000. 

At his best, the tall, dark, handsome son of 
Elusive Quality dominated the race course and 
his opponents. He won a total of seven Grade 
1 races, including duplicate victories in the 
New York Turf Writers Cup and the Calvin 
Houghland Iroquois. 

Team Demonstrative—Mrs. Ohrstrom, 
Valentine, assistant trainer Laird George, and 
regular jockey Robbie Walsh—^went to all the 
tough spots, and Demonstrative won Grade 1 
races in four racing seasons. 

Bred in Kentucky by Gainsborough Farm, he 
was shipped off to England, where he won on 
the flat for Dubai’s Sheikh Hamdan bin Rashid 
al Maktoum. He was sold from the high-profile 
stable at the 2010 Tattersalls July mixed sale, 
where Valentine picked him out for slightly 
less than $40,000 for his owner. 

Immediately introduced to jump racing. De¬ 
monstrative won twice and was the champion 
three-year-old of 2010 despite being hampered 
in Far Hill’s Gladstone and losing his rider. 
That was one of only two incidents in which 
he unseated his jockey. In 35 starts over fences, 
he had no falls. 

At four, he won a novice stakes, the Wil¬ 
liam Entenmann Memorial at Belmont Park 
and then came into his own in 2012, when 
he won the New York Turf Writers against a 
battle-hardened field. 

That November in the Marion duPont Scott 
Colonial Cup (Gr. 1), he demonstrated his 
talent and competitiveness. At the last of the 
Colonial Cup, he was last in a quality field of 
10 but charged through the stretch and won by 


Demonstrative led the field over the last fence in the 2014 Grand National (Gr 1) at Far Hills. 
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a length going away. 

He won his first start of 2013, his first win 
in the Calvin Houghland Iroquois, but the 
remainder of that season was compromised by 
an entrapped epiglottis, which was surgically 
repaired at the end of that year. 

His 2014 season was a whirlwind of out¬ 
standing performances through the summer 
and fall. He was short of full fitness when he 
finished unplaced in the Iroquois but was at his 
best for the rest of the season. He was barely 
beaten in the A. P. Smithwick Memorial (Gr. 
1) and then won in succession the New York 
Turf Writers, the Lonesome Glory Handicap 
(Gr. 1), and the Grand National (Gr. 1). 

That season, which featured three wins. 


a second, and a third in six starts, produced 
an NSA-leading total of $362,500 in purses 
and the Eclipse Award as 2014’s champion 
steeplechase horse. 

His 2015 season started with promise, a sec¬ 
ond victory in the Calvin Houghland Iroquois, 
but his summer performances were affected by 
a deep-seated lung infection. He returned to 
form with a third in the Colonial Cup. 

He retires with total NS A earnings of 
$940,300, which places him third on the all- 
time earnings list. 

“Demonstrative gave Mrs. Ohrstrom, Laird, 
Robbie, and me many fun days,” Valentine 
said. “We will make sure he is well looked 
after in the years to come!”

History Lessons 

Late-blooming Open Fire 



In the 20th century, 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic were named national champions. Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred takes a look at one of 
those luminaries. 

O pen Fire won the richest race for 
fillies and mares in the world when 
she captured the $100,000 Delaware 
Handicap in 1966. The gray/roan mare, 
campaigned by her breeder, Delaware Park 
president Donald P. Ross, in the name of 
his Brandywine Stable, equaled the track 
record of 2:00y5 for IV 4 miles when getting 
her second stakes win in two weeks. At 5, 
she was finally fulfilling her connections’ 
high expectations. 

Open Fire was a yearling when her half- 
brother Greek Money captured the 1962 
Preakness Stakes. The Virginia-breds were 
out of a mare Ross had purchased, sight 
unseen, in December 1956 from the New¬ 
market sale in England while carrying her 
first foal. *Lucy Lufton, a stakes-winning 
daughter of Epsom Derby winner Nimbus, 
was considered one of the top juvenile fil¬ 
lies in England in 1954. She was shipped to 
J. North Fletcher’s Crestone Farm near 
Warrenton, Va., to start her broodmare 
career. 


Ross stood a number of stallions, 
including Greek Song and Cochise, at Cres¬ 
tone Farm. To the cover of Greek Song, 
*Lucy Lufton produced Greek Money. 
Cochise, a good middle-distance runner by 
*BosweU purchased by Ross from John 
Hay Whitney, sired Open Fire. 

Open Fire emulated her sire, both in 
color and by getting better with age. Seven 
of Cochise’s eight stakes wins came at 4 
and 5. All four of Open Fire’s stakes wins 
were at 5. 

Trained by Virgil “Buddy” Raines, 
Open Fire had numerous nagging issues 
early in her career—from sore shins and 
ankles to bouts of tying up. She made 20 


starts from 2 to 4, winning six 
times. In 1966, she won seven of 
10, from 6 furlongs to 1!4 miles. 

She recorded her first stakes 
victory in her 25th start, taking 
Delaware’s New Castle in mid- 
July by 4 lengths over 1964 
champion 2-year-old filly Queen 
Empress. After scoring by 5 
lengths in the Del ’Cap next out, 
she headed to Saratoga and won 
the Diana Handicap by 10 
lengths over a field that included 
another former champion. What 
a Treat. The sloppy track didn’t 
slow her down—she set a track record of 
1:4814 for IVs miles. 

A championship was within reach until 
she turned in her worst showing of the 
year, an 11-length drubbing in Aqueduct’s 
Beldame, a hard track considered the 
blame. Seeking redemption, she found it in 
Keeneland’s Spinster Stakes, the final start 
of her career. Facing a short field that 
included the previous year’s champion 
handicap mare. Old Hat, and Beldame 
conqueror Summer Scandal, Open Fire 
shot to the lead, gave way heading into the 
stretch and then drew gasps as she came on 
again. She drew off to defeat Old Hat and 
become Ross’ one and only champion. 


The Dutch “Golden Age” 


The National Sporting Library and Museum 
in Middleburg, Va., is dedicated to preserving, 
sharing and promoting the literature, art and 
culture of horse and field sports.

A lthough the majority of works at the 
NSLM are by British or American 
artists, there are excellent examples 
by continental European artists. The only 
painting by a Dutch artist also happens to 
be one of the oldest paintings in the collec¬ 
tion. 

“Portrait of a Horse in a Landscape” 
was painted by Abraham van Calraet 
(Dutch, 1642—1722) around 1690. Calraet 
was from the city of Dordrecht, in the 
southwest region of The Netherlands. He 
lived and worked during the later half of 
the great Dutch “Golden Age,” a time of 
amazing artistic production, when artists

like Rembrandt, Vermeer, Frans Hals and 
Judith Leyster flourished. 

Calraet painted still lifes, landscapes and 
small horse portraits, or “Pferdeportrats,” 


which were increasingly popular in the late 
17th century. He likely studied with anoth¬ 
er Dordrecht painter, the more well-known 
Aelbert Cuyp (Dutch, 1620-1691). Both 
artists often signed their works with their 
initials “A.C.”, which led to some confu¬ 
sion. For many years — centuries, actual¬ 
ly—works by Cakaet were attributed to 
Cuyp. In many instances, Cuyp’s signature 
was falsely added to the paintings. It wasn’t 
until the early 20th century that scholars 
started identifying which of those works 
were actually by Calraet. 

The dark bay horse in the NSLM paint¬ 
ing has a broad chest, substantial build, and 
a kind eye. He is shown standing in a field 
with no tack and no humans to be seen, 
though he is shod and clearly well cared 
for. Most of the background is made up of 
sky and clouds. The landscape below fea¬ 
tures a small group of cows lounging near 
the river bank (a common scene in Dutch 
paintings of this time period). The mod¬ 
estly sized oil painting is on wood panel, 
rather than canvas. 
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Looking Back 


10 years ago 

B Maryland-bred Les Arcs became a 
sprint star in Europe after winning back- 
to-back Group 1 races in England-the 
Golden Jubilee Stakes at Royal Ascot and 
the July Cup at Newmarket, both at 6 
furlongs on the turf The 6-year-old son 
of Arch, bred by Jim Moran’s Elk Manor 
Farm and owned by Willie McKay, was 
the oldest horse since 1938 to win the July 
Cup, considered England’s most 
prestigious sprint race. 

B Larry Murray, responsible for aU 
aspects of Sondra and Howard Bender’s 
perennially successful breeding and racing 
operation, was profiled in a story by Lucy 
Acton. “In some ways, Murray’s job is a 
throwback to the era when vast breeding 
operations such as Paul Mellon’s Rokeby 
Farm campaigned generation after 
generation of top-quality runners and 
relied on their private trainers to fine-tune 
the gene pool.” 

A list of the top-10 most distinquished 
runners trainer by Murray, all homebreds 
for the Benders, included La Reine’s 
Terms, Foufa’s Warrior, Secret Odds, 
Green Darlin and Promenade Girl. 

Promenade Girl, a Grade 2 winner of 
$678,990 hj Garson Gity, was sold bj the 
Benders at the conclusion of her racing career. 

She brought $1,125,000 at the 2007 Keene land 
November sale as a broodmare prospect. Nmong

her offspring is two-time Grade 1 -winning mil¬ 
lionaire Gavorting. 

B “Even Tom Voss can’t explain it,” 
wrote Joe Clancy. “His horses just run 
better at Saratoga.” The Maryland-based 
steeplechase trainer was asked his 
thoughts: “What do you mean Why do 
they win at Saratoga?’ How should I 
know?” After winning 31 percent of the 
steeplechase races at Saratoga the previous 
three years, he took the first race of the 
2006 meet. 

B Among the graded stakes winners at 
Monmouth Park were two making their 
first starts since the previous fall’s 
Breeders’ Cup: Salvator Mile-G3 winner 
Flower Alley, who contested the Breeders’ 
Cup Classic-Gl, and Jersey Shore 


Breeders’ Cup Stakes-G3 winner Henny 
Hughes, second in Juvenile. 

The Grade 1 United Nations went to 
English Channel, campaigned by Rums on, 
N.J., resident James Scatuorchio. It was 
the colt’s sixth stakes win on a resume that 
included the Grade 1 Turf Classic and the 
Virginia Derby-G3. 

Monmouth Park’s Salvator Mile has yielded 
a number of top stallions, including Smart Strike 
and Distorted Humor. Flower Alley also made 
his mark, as sire of champion and dual classic 
winner Fll Have Another. 

Henny Hughes and English Ghannel have 
made their own marks, as their best runners are 
Beholder and The Pi^^a Man, respectively. 

B One of the year’s top novice 
steeplechase horses. Good Night Shirt, 
recorded his first stakes victory in Colonial 
Downs’ David L. Zeke Ferguson 
Memorial-G3. The Maryland-bred owned 
by Ann and Sonny Via improved to 3-for- 
10 over jumps, with $120,500 earned since 
making his jump debut in April 2005. 

B Breeder/owner Cary Jackson won 
back-to-back championships at the 
MHBA Yearling Show. His only entry for 
the second win was a Louis Quatorze colt 
which caught the eye of trainer, and show 
judge, Tim Ritchey. 

Another colt Ritchey liked was the win¬ 
ner of Class III, a More Than Ready colt 
exhibited by Dark Hollow Farm. 

The More Than Ready colt was Ready’s 
Image, a graded stakes winner at 2 and a 
Maryland-bred champion. 


25years ago 

B Jim Ryan’s RyehiU Farm, breeder of 
1983 Belmont Stakes winner Caveat, got 
another classic win far from home. Jet 
Ski Lady, a *Vaguely Noble filly sold as 
a weanling at the 1988 RyehiU dispersal 
for $335,000, shocked the racing world 
in the Epsom Oaks-Gl at odds of 
50-1 — becoming the longest-priced winner 
in more than 150 years. 

The Maryland-bred fiUy descended 
from stakes winner Bemis Heights, 
whom Ryan purchased for $30,000 
at the 1976 Eastern FaU YearUng 
sale. When bred to *Nijinsky II, 

Bemis Heights produced Bemissed, 
winner of the Grade 1 SeUma and 
the dam of Jet Sky Lady. 

B Allaire duPont’s 1989 Maryland- 
bred champion 2-year-old fiUy 


Crowned, winless as a 3-year-old in 11 
starts, rebounded in her 4-year-old cam¬ 
paign, the highlight a victory in the Grade 
2 Delaware Handicap. It was the fourth 
stakes win for the daughter of Chief’s 
Crown. 

B West Virginia freshman sire Weshaam 
had a smashing first stakes winner when 
Coin CoUector dominated Laurel’s 
Primer Breeders’ Cup Stakes, winning 
by 11 lengths. The win was a famUy 
affair-James W Casey owned the sire, son 
John Casey bred and owned Coin CoUec-

tor in partnership with Dudley Skinker, 
and son James M. Casey trained the geld¬ 
ing, who won his only other start by 10 
lengths. 

B One of Pennsylvania’s aU-time greats, 
Yankee Affair, died from compUcations 
after surgery to repair a fractured pastern 
sustained during a workout at Belmont 
Park. “It was supposed to be a simple 
surgery to put a screw in there, and then 
he would be retired,” said trainer and 
part-owner Henry CarroU. But when the 
anesthesia began to wear off, the 9-year- 
old gelding thrashed around and fractured 
his other leg. 

Bred by MarshaU Jenney, and sold as a 
yearling at Timonium for $10,200, Yankee 
Affair won 22 races and retired as the 
richest Pennsylvania-bred runner of aU 
time with $2,282,156. His 15 stakes wins 
included the Grade 1 Turf Classic, Man o’ 
War Stakes and United Nations Handicap. 
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50 years ago 

B Hall of Fame trainer Hirsch Jacobs’ 
vast operation was undergoing a reduction 
across the country, with the first horses 
being sold at Saratoga and Timonium. But 
Bill Albright, manager of Jacobs’ Stymie 
Manor Farm near Monkton, Md., pointed 
out “He’ll still need Stymie Manor. We’ll 
still have a lot of yearlings to break. He’s 
not getting out of the business.” 

The reason for the 64-year-old Jacobs 
cutting back, after being the nation’s lead¬ 
ing trainer by number of wins 11 times, 
the world’s leading trainer by lifetime 
victories and the world’s leading breeder 
since 1964, was due to his physician’s rec¬ 
ommendations. 

His 15 Maryland-based mares were 
being offered for sale at Timonium in 
September. He owned 85 mares in part¬ 
nership with Isidor Bieber, and all but 
Affectionately would be sold at auctions 
that fall. 

B The first phase of the Bieber-Jacobs

B One of the best show jumpers in 
Maryland was Lieut. Fred J. Hughes Jr.’s 
Black Caddy, a 14-year-old son of the 
*Rock Sand stallion Tea Caddy and Peter 
Pan’s daughter Fenagh Maid. Among 
his exploits was winning the “skyscraper 
event” at the Columbus Horse Show, 



Saratoga in August. “Approximately one- 
third of Bieber-Jacobs stock went for 
$1,850,700” reported The Maryland Horse. 

A number of Mid-Atlantic buyers 
were actively bidding, led by the collabo¬ 
ration between New Jersey “platinum 
king” Charles W Engelhard and Virginian 


clearing a b’bV” jump. It was noted that 
the stallion had “numerous sons and 
daughters who now compete with their 
sire.” 

B Among the 163 nominees for the 
11th running of the Maryland Futurity, 
to be run at Laurel in October, was 
Alfred Vanderbilt’s Arlington Lassie 
Stakes winner Petrify, and Mrs. Robert 
Heighe’s Pony BaUet, winner of the PoUy 
Drummond Stakes at Delaware Park. 

Vanderbilt, seeking his third win in 
the race, had nominated 15, seven by his 
own stallion Discovery. With a total of 
17 nominees. Discovery tied for the most 
2-year-olds on the list with *Aethelstan II 
and *Kantar. 

Not eligible (as she was not by a 
Maryland stallion) was Breckinridge 
Long’s Equipet, a Maryland-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Equipoise ranked among the best 
juveniles of the year. The chestnut fiUy 
did however appear on the cover of that 
month’s The Maryland Horse. 

B Humphrey S. Finney’s busy travel 
schedule included more than a week in 
upstate New York. His Editor’s Saddlebag 
post for Aug. 4 while in Saratoga: “Train¬ 
ing, yearlings, racing, yearlings again and 
then the sales after dinner will be the 
next few days’ routine. Tonight’s sale has 


Paul Mellon on the purchase Hail to 
Reason’s 4-year-old daughter Admiring 
for $310,000, a price which established 
a world record for a horse sold at public 
auction. The half-sister to Affectionately 
was immediately sent to Mellon’s Rokeby 
Farm to join the broodmare band. 

The two giants of racing bred Admiring’s first 
three foals in partnership until Engelhard’s death 
in 1971. Her bestfoal was born two years later, 
when to the cover of Graustark she produced 
Glowing Tribute. The Broodmare of the Year 
produced seven stakes winners, six graded, for 
Mellon, including Kentucly Derby-G1 winner 
Sea Hero. 

B Bolstered by major reductions and 
dispersals, the biggest sale in Maryland 
history would be conducted in Timonium 
at the end of September. More than 450 
horses were to be auctioned over five 
days. The first night’s mixed sale was 
made up of consignments from Bieber- 
Jacobs, Larry MacPhail’s Glenangus Farm 
and Newmarket Syndicate, and Ephraim 
Winer’s Hill-N-Dale Farm. The Eastern 
Fall Yearling Sale would be held the other 
four days. Fasig-Tipton Company was 
conducting the sales under the auspices of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. 

been the season’s first, and a good strong 
market was evident. In fact it has been the 
best first night that I recall. It is hoped the 
market keeps up this way.” 

The sale concluded on Aug. 8 with this 
observation from Finney: “Despite the big 
prices. . . it looks as though there were but 
four or five stallions whose yearlings will 
consistently top their stud fees in price.” 

B Ralph Allen, president of the Wash¬ 
ington Horse Breeders Association based 
in Seattle, sent a letter offering an update 
about the fledgling organization. 

Allen’s father had a meeting with 
Finney the previous fall, which resulted 
in the Washington breeders asking for 
and optaining copies of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association’s Articles 
of Incorporation and the By-laws. “Our 
Association was on Sept. 29, 1940, incor¬ 
porated under the laws of the state of 
Washington with its articles and by-laws 
very closely approximating those of your 
fine asssocation,” wrote Allen. 

“It is our sincere hope that within the 
next few years our state will be produc¬ 
ing horses of the calibre that your fine 
state is producing. If it does. . . I hope 
that your Association will feel some small 
measure of pride in realizing that it Lad a 
hand’ indirectly in the organization of our 
Association.”

Tobacco harvest, 1942. Times have changed, and not just with the two horses 
pulling the wagon, as the photo description states, ^^Marjland tobacco is one of only 
two varieties used in cigarettes that are air-cured; the other is KentucJy hurley. The cut stalks are 
hung up like this in barns that have ventilators, or doors, in their sides; through these the tobacco 
is visible as it slowly dries. Such air-curing takes several months, in contrast to flue-curing, which is 
done in a few days. The characteristics that make Maryland tobacco especially valuable are that it 
is bright, mellow — that is, low in nicotine — chaffy and fine, so that it gives more bulk perpound, 
andfast-burning. It is the driest tobacco that is produced anywhere.
